[Report on ceremony held by Tay Nguyen Army Corps to receive ‘Hero' title 
and Ho Chi Minh medal conferred by SRV National Assembly and government-- 
date not given] 


[Summary] Amid the new year's radiant atmosphere, the Tay Nguyen Army 
Corps [Binh Dqoanf] recently held a ceremony to receive the “heroic unit 
of the People's Armed Forces" title and the Ho Chi Minh medal which the 
SRV National Assembly and government conferred on the army corps and 

16 of its units, cadres and combatants. 


Going through periods of deveiopment filled with sacrifices and hardships, 
the Tay Nguyen Army Corps has fought fierce battles and scored resounding 
victories in the fight against the U.S. aggressors in the central highlands,

The Tay Nguyen and Cuu Long Army Corps were the first large army units to 
be conferred the noble "Heroic Unit" title by the SRV National Assembly 
and government. 


"Present at the ceremony were Lt Gen Le Trong Tan, member of the party

Party Committee and vice minister of national defense; Maj Gen Dang Vu Hiep, 
alternate member of the party Central Committee, vice minister of national 
defense and vice chairman of the General Political Department of the VPA; and 
representatives of military regions, corps, armed services and branches, 
government agencies and institutes.

CRIME SITUATION IN ENTERPRISES, AGENCIES DISCUSSED

[Text] We have begun the construction of socialism from a poor and backward 
economy that wae heavily damaged by war’. In such a situation, state property 
and the produc produced by our laborers must be regarded as valuable 
capital that ..anot be encroached upon. But on the contrary, at present, 

at a number of worksites. enterprises, roads, docks and stores, state 
property is stolen. It can be said that there is theft wherever there are 
materials and commodities. Crocks in the agencies and enterprises join 
together wit! social outcasts and use every trick and means possible to 

steal the property of the people. The fruits of tue people's labor are 
stolen and are not used to expand production or improve the standard of 
living. Even more harmful is that, in the face of this situation, many 
people who make pescitive efforts and are law abiding think: is it not 

a crime against oneself when the devoted worker becomes a tool of the wicked 
and is consumed while the crock is seen as a "straight arrow" and rakes in 
the loot. This has a bad effect on the labor productivity emulation movement 
in the units. 


In order to get rid of the thieves, above all, the agencies responsible for 
enforcing the laws o° the state must have really resolute measures. Since 
people have become ‘ ivolved in the theft of state and collective property, 
regardless of the position they hold and regardless of what their lebor 
achievements are, the laws must be observed and they must be punished; 
defending them and covering up for them must be criticized. Naturally, 

in order to do this, the role of the masses, especially of the workers and 
civil servants, in discovering and denouncing them is very important. The 
crooks can find ways to hide things from the law [enforcement] and manage- 
ment organizations but they cannot conceal things from the masses. At an 
agency, enterprise or store, the defense cadres and the heads perhaps do 
not know the whereabouts of the thieves but, certainly, some of the workers 
and employees in a production or work team or in a section or unit know. 


Enabling the workers and civil servants to be conscious of collective mastery 
and to clearly recognize their responsibility in respecting and protecting 




















public property, self-consciously refraining from encroaching upca state 
property and resolutely struggling against theft, above ali in the enter- 
prises and agencies and in their production and work teams and units, is 
the urgent task of the trade unions. If they have not controlled theft in 
their unit, they cannot talk about launching an emulation movement to 
increase labor productivity or work efficiency. The first thing to do now 
is to abolish those tasks having an ostentatious and formalistic natur.. 

An annoying thing is that all the sectors, localities, agencies and units 
complain about theft but when someone asks how the situation is with regard 
to theft in another person's sector or unit, the reply is that the situation 
in that sector or unit is not serious and that there have only been a few 
cases of petty theft, even in a number of sectors that have been rather 
heavily criticized by social opinion. Therefore, where does this serious 
situation take place? What is it that these pecrcle have calied just “petty 
theft?" At a time when we are experiencing a preut shortsge of spare 
parts, imported materials, gasoline and oil, food and so on, ..rooks are 
using every means possible to stea. these things. Is this petty theft? 
This is without mentioning that petty theft will turn into grand theft 

and organized theft. Therefore, petty theft and laziness must »e immediately 
suppressed in the units and agencies. This is also the best way to launch 
concepts and create revolutionary zeal and a spirit of enthusiasm for 

labor and production among the workers and civil servants. 


Along with pxoviding ideological education, increasing understanding, mobil- 
izing the workers and civil servants and discovering the thieves in and 
outside the ent-rprises, the trade unions must have measures to protect 

the people who expose [the thieves]. The people who discover thieves 

must be promptly praised and rewarded. When necessary, the trade unions 
must intervene so that prosecution is strict, regardless of t.we position 
held by the person exposed. Also, the trade unions must actively parti- 
cipate in immediately correcting the loopholes and weaknesses in economic 
and social management. 


The struggle against theft and taking bribes and the protection of socialist 
property is a positive measure aimed at rearranging economic management 

and creating conditions for stabilizing and improving the standard of 

living and an important and constant element for building the new socialist 
worker and building the class. The struggle against theft is also the 
urgent demand and hope of the workers, civil servants and people. This is 

a difficult and painstaking task, but it can certainly be done if the state 
agencies and trade unions are resolved, if they resolutely launch the con- 
cepts of the masses and if they respect the collective ownership rights 

of the workers and civil servants. From former times to the present, honest 
people have hated thieves. Therefore, is there any reason why these 

crooks canrot *e exposed and harshly punished?

THEFT OF SOCIALIST PROPERTY DISCUSSED

[Text] Recently, the Ha Nam Ninh people's court tried Tran Thi Bao and her 
accomplices for economic speculation and the illegal possession of socialist 
property. 


Working as a guard at the hardware warehouse at the Nam Dinh electrical 
machinery store, Tran Thi Bao, who had acquired a wasteful and degenerate 
way of living and who disregarded the retail store statutes stipulated 

by the Ministry of Home Trade, made her living illegally. With monthly 
wages of =, dong for four people, in only a few years Thi Bao had helped 

her family purchase land and build a two-story house. Inspecting the 

house of Thi Bao, the public security agency confiscated 32 pieces of 
valuable cloth awasuring 118 meters, three gold rings, ene gold necklace, 
nine gold bracelkts, one pair of earrings, one pair of gold earrings, 28 
large pieces of goid leaf, 17 small pieces of gold leaf, five pieces of 
scrap gold and one cameo[?]. Besides this, there was a motorcycle, a bicycle, 
a television, a r2frigerator, an electric furnace, an oven, an electric fan, 
a radio transmitter [dai dien] a Con clock, a wrist watch and so on valued 
at 100,000 dong. Thi Bao confessed that she had acquired the above property 
in illegal ways. Thi Bao had worked in collusion with many sales employees, 
storehouse guards and store managers in order to steal i,070 bicycle chains, 
143 bicycle gears and so on. She turned the goods over to peddlers and 
shared the money obtained with the others. This is without mentioning the 
chains, gears, electric fans, bicycles and other things she obtained. Thi 
Bao purchased things at a low price and then sold them for a profit. 


We are very angry about the serious effects resulting from the actions of 
Thi Bao and her accomplices, Before the people's court, they had to bow 
their heads and confess their crimes. The court sentenced Tran Thi Bao to 
5 years in prison and fined her 25,000 dong, made her pay 1,050 dong in 
compensation for bicycle tires and confiscated more than 20 ounces of gold, 
37 bicycle chains and il8 meters of valuable cloth of various types. hi 
Bao's accomplices were also given appropriate sentences. 























From the above case, our workers have posed the Question:

Thi Bao's theft of state property is clear and she has been punished, 

but we feel that the economic and cadre management work of the Ha Nam 
Ninh commerce sector has many loopholes and weaknesses. Something that 
everyone feels is strange is that, many days, the head of the service did 
noc attend the trial, even though he had received a summons. Could it be 
that he was thus disregarding his economic management responsibilities 
and disregarding the lew?

[ Text 7 Editor's Note: This year our people and army celebrate 
the 35th anniversary of the establishment of the 
Vietnam People's Army (VPA), whose first need, in the 
spirit of the VCP Central Committee directive, is: 


To mobilize the entire country both to step up the so- 
cialist construction and to urgently strengthen the 
all-people national defense; to raise the quality of 
building the army to become the strong revolutionary, 
regular and modern people's armed forces; to strengthen 
the solidarity between the army and people to heighten 
their vigilance and combat readiness; and to resolutely 
defeat, under any circumstances, the Chinese aggressors 
if they dare again to invade our country. 


On this occasion, we reprint hereunder excerpts from the 
major parts on "Local People's War Within the War for 
Defense of the Fatherland" in Senior General Van Tien 
Dung's book of the same title, which is soon published by 
QUAN DOI NHAN DAN Publishing House, 


We believe that our country's new military provlems in 
the new situation will surely deserve the attention 

of the majority of our cadres of all echelons and in 
all sectors within and outside of the army, 











I - Local people's war (LPW) in our country has a long and very rich de- 
velopment history and is one of the features of the Vietnamese nation's 
people's war, 


LPW appeared very early in our country's history and was closely linked 
with the Vietnamese nation's tradition of all people joining in the fight 
against the aggressors, It was seen through the all-people antiaggression 
movement during the nation's liberation and national-salvation war, through 
the feudal dynasties institutionalizing their military organization and 
througn Vietnam's unique military art, 


As early as in the 3rd century B,C,, in the fight against the Ch'in Dynasty 
invading army, many resistance movements haa been launched by the people in 
different localities, This account was contained in “Huai Nan Tze,” 

the Chinese Han Dynasty book; "The Ch'in Dynasty, with a strong desire for 
Vietnam's rhincceros horns, elephant tusks, kingfisher feathers, pearl and 
jade, dispatched a low-ranking officer named Si Tu to fight the Vietnamese 
with 500,000 troops under his command who, being divided into 5 columns, 
had been fighting for 10 years without taking off their armors and laying 
down their crossbows, All Vietnamese fled into the jungle as they refused 
to be captured by the Ch'in army, They selected outstanding heroes to ap- 
point as generals, fought the Ch'in army at night, scored great victory 
over it and killed 5i Tu. Tens of thousands of Ch'in troops were killed,” 


In the 10 centuries they had been under the rule of the northern feudalists, 
our people had continually risen up and waged war to liberate themselves 
from the yoke of the feudal Han, T'ang, Sui, Liang Dynasties and had been 
adopting many small-scale, scattered, secret and surprise fighting methods 
of the uprising troops and armed people (like the way Trieu Quang Phuc had 
withdrawn his troops to Da Trach Pond to organize the war of resistance 
against the Liang Dynasty troops in the 6th century), 


During most of the national salvation wars against the aggressors that had 
taken place in our country, in nearly 10 centuries of independence and 
seif-rule there had always been a close coordination of the combat activ- 
ities of both the great army, i.e., the court's mobile troops, and the 
local forces (i.,e., the village guards, native guards and royally- 
commissioned troops) to secure a very favorable strategic position, namely, 
to fight the enemy both on his front line and in his rear, For instance, 
during the war against the Sung Dynasty army in its second invasion of our 
country, such provinces and districts as Quang Uyen, Tu Lang, Mon, To, Mau 
and Quang Lang, in coordination with the main-force troops under the com- 
mand of Ly Thuong Kiet attacking the enemy on the Vietnam-China border, had 
been using the local forces to attack the Sung army's outposts and barracks 
in an area hundreds of miles long and to destroy many of them, In the war 
of resistance that had taken place afterwards, in order to coordinate 

with the activities of the court's troops, tens of thousands of local 
troops including the native and village guards, such as the troops of 

Than Carh Phuc of the Tay ethnic minority in Lang Son, had conducted many 
battles against the enemy in his rear, 
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In the war of resistance against the Mongols of the Yuan Dynasty, in coor- 
dination with the court's army (mobile troops), the all-people movement to 
fight the enemy in the localities had forced the Mongolian troops to spread 
out their forces after they had entered our country in order to cope with 
our resistance, "to station troops every 30 miles in a barrack, every 40 
miles in an outpost,” 


The all-people movement to fight the enemy, through the history of our na- 
tion, had been institutionalized in the military organization, since the 
Dinh and subsequent dynasties, in the forms of "village guards” and 
“royally-commissioned troops" and such policies as "new citizens being sol- 
diers" and "farmers being trained as soldiers," 


In the military art, our ancestors had discussed early the question of the 
local people fighting to defend the country, In his "Abridged Military Man- 
ual,” Tran Quoc Tuan had mentioned the “localized” battle position and 
“local troops," 


LPd developed itself in a vigorous and extremely rich manner in the last 
few decades of the liberation war under the leadership of our party, which 
we usually referred to in a familiar term as the guerrilla war, 


In the wars of resistance against the French and the Americans, our party 
often defined the role of the guerrilla war and LPW and set forth correct 
creative views about organizing the all-people movement to fight the enemy 
in all localities throughout the country and about the military art in 
guerrilla warfare and LPW. It considered combining regular-army warfare 
and guerrilla warfare as a law for victory of the people's war and war of 
liberation in our country, 


In uprising and war of liberation, we normally started with guerrilla war, 
which progressed from small to large scale, before we waged the regular- 
army war, There cannot be strong guerrilla war and LPW right from the be- 
ginning, nor can we combine with it the mobile army corps from the very be- 
ginning as in the war for defense of the fatherland, 


Oux party proposed many creative policies to mobilize the people and to or- 
ganize guerrilla war and LPW movements, such as spreading an important part 
of the main-force army as independent companies and battalions i: districts 
and provinces to serve as the hard core for stepping up the gueirilla war 
and LPW movements; building and fully consolidating hamlets, villages, dis- 
tricts, provinces and military regions into battlefields to destxoy the 
enemy for national salvation, 


LPW already developed its great strategic usefulness in both the wars of 
resistance against the French and the Americans, 


Only by having recourse to LPW were we capable of urging the majority of 
the people throughout the country to take part in the resistance and to 
wage an all-people and total war; making important contributions to 
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defeating the enemy's strategy of fighting quickly and winning quickly; en- 
suring the implementation of the guidelines about conducting a lasting war 
of resistance, getting stronger while fighting the enemy; and defeating the 
enemy's “use war to support war, use Vietnamese to kill Vietnamese” plot and 
turning the enemy's rear into our front line, then our rear, 


Only by having recourse to LPW combined with regular-army war were we capa- 
ble of maintaining a permanent strategic offensive posture to apply very 
dangerous pressure on the enemy's rear, achieving mastery to destroy the en- 
emy, clinging to one place and fighting the enemy everywhere, confining the 
ageressors in an inescapable dilemmatic situation requiring a choice be- 
tween concentrating and scattering their troops, and creating a very favora- 
ble position to wage the people's war, 


Guerrilla war and LPW were one of the two methods of conducting war to in- 
flict losses on and to destroy the enemy, to regain the mastery rights, to 
liberate and defend the localities and to contribute to the national libera- 
tion, 


Guerrijla war and LPW served as a basis for development of regular-army war 
and, being closely combined with the latter, continuously developed the 
capacity to attack and destroy the enemy and to liberate and defend the 
land, It created favorable conditions for us to combine and develop many 
forms of struggle; to combine armed struggle with political struggle, offen- 
sive and uprising, uprising and offensive; to regain the mastery rights in 
order to destroy the enemy, to destory the enemy in order to regain the 
mastery rights; and to achieve three-prong close combat, 


In the U,S, army's combat history, normally after its troops had launched 
a major operation on a battlefield they were always able to reverse the 
Situation in their favor, That was the case of their landings in France 
and [Italy during World War II, their landing on Inchon during the Korean 
War, their intervention in the Dominican Republic, etc, However, when they 
came in large numbers, first 200,000 then 400,000, into the southern part 
of our country as a fierce-looking army, they immediately became strategi- 
cally passive while we still maintained our strategically active offensive 
position. An important reason was that we had very highly-developed LPW in 
Vietnam, Had we had only the main-force troops we would not have been able 
to hold the strategically active capability that way, 


In the resistance against America for national salvation, the LPW in the 
‘orth clearly proved its important strategic role, with the very great new 
capabilities and strength of the socialist system, It had the nature of 

the LPW within the war for defense of the fatherland (defense of the social- 
ist North) while remaining the people's war for defense of the strategic 
rear of the liberation war (liberation of the South). Its strategic useful- 
ness was reflected in the successful fulfillment of the great tasks of the 
people's w the northern localities, such as developing the strength of 
local arm Ss in attacking U.S, aircraft and warships; doing good peo- 
ple's ant t work, protecting the localities, people and people's and 











state economic installations in the localities, making important contribu- 
tions to defeating the Americans in their war of destruction; readily 
thwarting the U,S.-puppet plot and plan for extending the aggressive war 
to al! localities in the North; ensuring full mobilization of the locali- 
ties’ manpower and materia) resources for the South to defeat the U.S, ag- 
gressors; safeguarding the strategic lines of communications and transpor- 
tation in all localities from the North to the South; and allowing the lo- 
calities to continue to step up their production right in the middle of 
the war and to move the liorth toward socialism, 


From the historical reality mentioned above we can see clearly that our LPW 
has acquired the experiences of a number oi countries, but it is basically 
different from China's “guerrilla war"; we can see even more clearly our 
party's independent, self-ruled and creative military line with respect to 
the people’s war in general and the LPW in particular, 


Cur guerrilla war anc LPW, in terms of concept, do not have a defensive 
character but cover a thorough understanding of the offensive corcept; in 
terms of strength, do not rely solely on farmers but also on workers as 
well; in terms of terrain, are waged not only in the countryside but in 
both the countryside and cities, in both villages and the streets; in terms 
of fighting method, are not confined within the 16-word secret of “the en- 
emy advances, we retreat; the enemy bivouacs, we harass him; the enemy is 
tired, we attack; the enemy retreats, we pursue” but include the applica- 
tion of many flexible fighting methods; and do not consist solely of "“mov- 
ing" and “attacking” but also keeping the land, villages, the streets, nor 
practicing “mobility” in a manner to suit one’s own convenience in order to 
“preserve our forces,” abandoning the land and the people, and effecting 
the “long march” to some other place, 





We did study and learn from other countries’ guerrilla warfare and combat 
experiences, Uncle Ho himself had compiled books on other countries’ guer- 
rilla war experiences for our troops to learn, During the war of resist- 
ance against the French, he wrote the foreworc for the book, “Secret Provin- 
cial VCP Committees,” which deals with the Sov t Union's guerrilla war ex- 
periences, But we did learn fro: and creative apply experiences to our 
country's actual conditions, and primarily rel) om our people's own experi- 
ences tc build very rich elements and unique fi iting methods for guerrilla 
war and LPW in our country, 


Through our realities, we can see that guerrills war and LPW play a very 
basic role, They are an uprising method for sei ire of power, a method to 
conduct LPW in the localities, to achieve master in order to destroy the 
enemy and to destroy the enemy in order to be ma: ers, In armed uprising 
and the war of liberation, combine the political o%rce with the armed force 
of the masses and main-force troops in order to c Ty out uprising for 
seizure of power, to regain mastery rights ana to carry on continual 
partial uprising and guerrilla activities everywhere, Relying on the local- 
ities' combined strength, fight the enemy in every form, with every maneu- 
ver, by every weapon and means, everywhere and at all times in order to 
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liberate and solidly defend the localities, Create favorable conditions 
for and closely coordinate activities with war by using mobile strategic 
military corps in order to destroy the enemy, to liberate the land and to 
defend the localities and the fatherland. Our guerrilla war and LPW are 
full of the idea of strategic offensive and of clinging to the same loca- 
tion without budging, nor yielding an inch, As the enemy shows up, reso- 
lutely turn villages, hamlets and streets into fortresses and the entire 
localities into iron walls in order to fight the enemy, If the enemy has 
overrun a locality, continue to cling to your position and fight him con- 
tinually so as to prevent him from advancing and to make it impossible for 
him either to stay or to withdraw unharmed, 


In our LPW today, we have not only guerrilla combat activities involved, 
but we also have the main-force combat components, conducted by local, 
provincial or districts troops or regular troops sent over from other 
places; where necessary, there are also air and naval forces to conduct 
joint combat, 


Now we can draw the conclusion that our LPW is not guerrilla war in its 
true meaning, The question to be raised is whether, from the standpoint 
of terminology or scientific concept, we should use the term, “guerrilia 
war,” or “LPW" to designate this fighting method, or the method we adopt 
to conduct the war. 


For quite a long time we had the habit of using the term, “guerri ia war,” 
to call that all-people movement to fight the enemy in the localities, 
That term has, in fact, impressed deeply on our people's sentiments, The 
press in the world, even our enemy, called us “the masters of guerrilla 
warfare” and “the most brilliant guerrillas in the history of war,” but 
"du kich,” or “guerrilla,” in its true sense means “running and fighting.” 
This concept of the Chinese can truly reflect the meaning of guerrilla 
warfare in China, Clausewitz used the term, "small war,” ingels some- 
times used the tern, “people's war,” in its narrow sense to refer to the 
way to fight the enemy by the armed people or small scattered armed units, 
as distinguished from the fighting method of the permanent regular army, 
as he referred to the fighting methods of the American rebels against the 
English colonialists, the Russian people against Napoleon's troops, the 
Chinese people in the “opium war” against the Western capitalists, etc, 


We know that a military terminology must correctly reflect the meaning of 
a military concept, When it no longer does this, we must alter it to make 
it right. That is the reason why, perhaps, we need to replace the term, 
“guerrilla war,” with the term, LPW, which still includes and consists 

all forms of gue.rilla combat and application of guerrilla strategy. Only 
then can it truly reflect the nature and rich meaning of LPW in our 
country, 


Pay attention to the fact that our LPW in the past was primarily within 
the war of liberation and that there were elements of LFW in the war for 
defense of the fatherland (like in the LPW to oppose the war of 
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destruction in the North). The question to be raised is we must review 

the past experiences, further develop and apply them to the new conditions, 
bullid the theory of LPW within the war for defense of our fatherland today 
and bring the theory of people's war in our country to a new height.

[Text 7 2, In order to fulfill that task and to satisfy the needs of the 
basic matters in today's deferse of our fatherland as mentioned in Part l, 
we can point to the new tasks and needs of the LPW within the war for de- 

fense of the fatherland as follows: 


First, mobiliize and organize all the people for fighting the enemy, direct- 
ly and steadily defend the localities, defeat every aggressive ari destruc- 
tive action of the enemy, right on the front line and under any circun- 
stances of the war, 


Fully understand the mastery concept in each locality, rely on its forces 
in every way and fight resolutely for self-defense as the principal con- 
cern (the entire country naturally shares the responsibility toward the lo- 
calities), Th task of defending the localities today has very demanding 
new needs; 


- Defend the land, airspace and waters (if any); defend the people's lives 
and properties, the economic installations and peaceful labor of the loca! 
people in accordance with a strict need; maintain every inch of land, every 
part of the country's waters, etc,, without letting the enemy seize it, nor 
kill a single countryman. 


- Actively deal with any situation that may arise in a successful manner: 
suppress any rioting, if any, and defeat the enemy's harassing action, bor- 
der violations and destructive and aggressive action aimed at weakening our 
country, 


- In the case the enemy launches a large-scale aggressive war, we must 
thoroughly understand the concept of strategic offensive, resolutely and 
actively counterattack and attack the enemy to inflict great casualties on 
him, steadily defend the localities and create favorable conditions for 

the strategic mobile army corps to launch counterattacks and attacks in or- 
der to destroy large numbers of enemy troops, 


- Under certain conditions, if the enemy crosses into a locality to carry 
out his attack, resolutely cling to your position in the locality, continue 
to fight resolutely to dispute every inch of land with the enemy and fully 
develop your usefulness as combat fortresses behind the enemy's back, 


Second, create favorable conditions for and closely combine combat with war 
by using main-force mobile corps, ceaselessly develop the strategic offen- 
sive quality of the people's war, destroy large numbers of enemy troops 

and fully maintain the right to be masters of the country, 
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To promote a high degree of development of people's war in every locality, 
to defend the locality by itself in a steady manner and to fulfill the 
tack toward the entire country -- these are the very basic conditions that 
ensure high mobility for the strategic mobile corps, 


We must recognize the new need for organizational quality and high accura- 
cy of coordinated combat between these two methods in the people's war for 
defense of the fatherland under modern conditions, A province must fulfill 
its task as a strategic unit which can conduct different forms of military 
operations, being combined and closely coordinated in terms of tasks, pur- 
poses, time and space, but cannot act in a “flexible” manner -- to fight 
under favore.ble conditions and to withdraw when encountering difficulties 
“to preserve its force” -- as in the liberation war, 


In LPW we must make good preparations for battlefield, including combat 
terrain, understanding of the situation on the enemy's side, conditions of 
mobility and on-the-spot logistics, cadres and combatants, organization of 
new units to supplement the main force, etc,, on the basis of large-scale, 
modern and continued fighting and urgent needs, with many sudden changes 
of modern combat, These are not preparations that are made little by lit- 
tle or to suit one's own convenience no matter what may happen, 


Third, build a solid people's war position in every locality and help to 
build a strong people's war in every military region and in the country as 
a whole for defense of the fatherland, 


Today, we have the time and favorable conditions to build a strong mastery 
in every locality and throughout the country, If we knew in the recent war 
of resistance how expensive it was to build a road or a bridge in wartime 
(to be paid with money and also sweat and blood), today under the new con- 
ditions we would appreciate even more the time needed to build a very good 
position for ourselves, 


This position must be extremely strong to ensure victory over the enemy 
under any circumstances right from the beginning on the front line, The 
combat position of a locality (province and district) is an important link 
of that of a military region and of the entire country, Whether the combat 
position of a locality is strong or not does affect that of a military re- 
gion and the entire country; at the same time, it receives the support of 
the military region and the country as a whole, 


The question is not only to build a strong position but also to have the 
art necessary to maintain and further develop this position to our advan- 
tage, to destroy the enemy's position in the course of the war and always 
to know how to create a strong position and a big force in order to fight 
the enemy irom a position of strength, 


Fourthly, build the strong rear area of LPW to effectively serve the combat 
and production tasks in the localities and throughout the country in the 
course of the war. 
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Le Tuan has made it clear that “In any war, the rear area is a permanent 
factor that determines victory; without a .trong rear area, the front line 
cannot defeat the enemy, A strong rear «rea is one that has great econom- 
ic and defense potential and abundant reserves in order to supply adequate 
amounts of grain, weapons, manpower and wealth to the front line.” (le 
Duan; “The Socialist Revolution in Vietnam,” Selected Works, Su That Fub- 
lishing House, Hanoi, 1976, Vol. 1, p 503.) The war for defense of the 
fatherland, under mo:‘ern conditions, requires strong rear areas, both in 
the localities and tnroughout the country, an’ a continued development of 
strong vitality 4 combat, 


To speak about strong rear areas during the war means to speak about two 
aspects -- to build the rear areas and to defend then, 


About building the rear areas, we must thoroughly understand the idea of 
revolutionary offensive and the concept of self-sufficiency, self- 
strengthening and building by ourselves a really strong rear area for our 
locality in the course of the war. If every .~cality has its own strong 
rear area capable of ensuring its own combat ana production needs, the need 
for aid from the central government will be reduced to allow the latter to 
concentrate on the key problems and at the same time to lighten the burden 
of other localities, 


The rear areas must be built fully strong politically, economically and 
militarily by continuing to carry on simultaneously the three revolutions 
and to closely combine combat with production in a manner suitable for 
every locality's state of war and actual conditions, 


The rear areas of the localities, under today’s conditions, must be fully 
prepared to respond to the great needs in accordance with the very strict 
requirements in all aspects -- from the LPW norms about quantity, quality 
and time to the needs of the main-force mobile corps operating in the lo- 
calities, 


we must also know how to correctly and creatively solve the relationship 
between the front line and the rear area in the war for defense of the fa- 
therland, We must give full support to the front line for it to stop and 
destroy the enemy, The provinces, cities, districts and units in the rear 
must actively provide the front line localities with manpower and material 
aid to allow them to win right from the beginning and on the front line, 
thus uniting the rear area and the front line as one, 


About defending the rear areas, we must consider this a very important task 
of IPW. For during the war the enemy will regularly attack the rear areas 
in order to weaken our potentials, to disturb all aspects of normal life 

in these areas and to cut off their aid to the front line, 


Today all countries in the world, the socialist and imperialist countries 
do organize quite strong civil defense system to protect the rear areas in 
wartime. With the advantage of being the on-the-spot combat force, our iPw 
must be appropriately organized to defeat any enemy plot to attack our rear, 
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We must fully anticipate the enemy's attacking pattern so as to determine 
an aporopriate way to organize our forces and equipment, Have the general 
combat forces recruited from the masses and the strong hard-core forces 
appropriately orranized, equipped ani trained to defend the rear areas, 
fave total plans to fight enemy air attacks, sea landings, tanks, artil- 
lery, rockets and commandos and to defeat enemy psychological warfare, 
Moreover, think about resisting the enemy's atomic, chemical and other 
mass-killing weapons. Have plans for the defense, prevention and protec- 
tior of the lives and properties of the people and the state properties; 
for the protection of our economic installations; and for quickly over- 
coming the aftermaths of enemy attacks, 


3}. The LPW within the war for defense of the fatherland has new tasks that 
are very great and new needs that are very high as compared with the lib- 
eration war, but it also has new possibilities that are very great and new 
streneths that have never existed before and are completely different from 
thore of the liberation war, the combined strength of the all-people na- 
tional defense in the localities and in the entire country, being closely 
linked with the strength of the world socialist systen., 


This strength is built on the basis of stepping up all aspects of the so- 
cialist revolution both in the localities and on a nationwide scale, It is 
not developed from nothing, nor moves from small to large scale as in armed 
uprising and the liberation war, but it is rather prepared before there is 
a war and is developed right after the war has broken out, right in the 
early period, and further developed continuously in the course of the war 
for defense of the fatherland, 


This is the new strength of the socialist collective mastery system, which 
is eradually duilt in all localities throughout the country, 


Socialist ccllective mastery has varied contents, as our party has indi- 
cated, To build the socialist collective mastery system with verfected 
contents is a long process that goes from low to high and is further per- 
fected everyday. Every such step of development of the collective mastery 
system in the localities will bring about an extremely great strength of 
unfathomable intensity not only for the economic construction but also for 
consolidation of national defense and the people's war in the localities. 


To achieve political mastery is to gradually boring the torking people in 
all localities to the position of being the real masters of the destiny of 
their localities and of the fatherland, reaching the peak of freedom and 
keenly understanding both their interests and duties, This way we will be 
able to develop to a high degree the people's revolutionary enthusiasm and 
creative energy and to create a very high degree of political and moral 
soOlicarity and the greatest political strength in our history. 


To achieve economic mastery is to positively establish the socialist own- 
ership system in two forms -- all-people ownership and collective owner- 
ship -- and to systematically develop the economy in accordance with the 











correct party economic line -- to combine industry with agricultu.e, cen- 
tral with local economy, economy with national defense, etc. This will 
thus create ccntinuously very favorable objective conditions for a scien- 
tific and rational organization of the all-people national defense and peo- 
ple's war in all iocalities, 


The strength of the new system is reflected in a concentrated manner in the 
new socialist men in the localities, Closely linked with the socialist 
transformation and development of the industrial-agricultural economic 
structure at the provincial level, the social class structure in the local- 
ities will undergo important changes and the political and moral solidarity 
among the people throughovt the country will be strengthened more than ever 
before. Beside the collectivized farmer class,the worker class and social- 
ist intellectuals’ group will be growing in size, At present, workers ac- 
count for as little as 25 percent and as much as 60 percent of the popula- 
tion of the provinces, with some cities like Hon Gai having up to 80 per- 
cent of their population being workers, “very province now has tens of 
thousands of technical workers, midlevel technical cadres and college- 

gra ated cadres. This is a big change that acts in an important way on 
the quality of the political and armed forces in the localities, 


Our people are very heroic, There seldom is a nation that has gone through 
yO consecutive years of war, has not enjoyed a single full day of peace, 
nor a material life without want and difficulties, and yet still demon- 
strates such a noble revolutionary quality as our nation does, Continue to 
uphold the spirit o° bearing hardship, overcoming difficulties and working 
hard, courageously and creatively in order to heal the war wounds and to 
build the country. In the face of the hostile and madly destructive acts 
of the reactionary clique among the Sei jing rulers, cur people have been 
politically sensitive and demonstrated ovr total solidarity with respect 

to the new situation and task, The coun‘try as a whole has stirred up an 
atmosphere of gallantry as it entered the new fighting in a calm and easy 
manner, Everybody strived hard to do twice as much work and was ready to 
receive “orders of the fatherland" to go anywhere -- the border areas, 
islands and mountainous areas -- to defend and build the fatherland, to 
fulfill the international obligation, etc, 


The fine qualities of the new Vietnamese sociaiist men will continue to be 
heightened in the course of the socialist revolution, These are the men 
who are masters of the collective, work hard, love socialism and have a 
noble proletarian internationalist spirit; these are the men who have cor- 
rect concepts, fine sentiments and a deep love for the working people and 
are ready to sacrifice for independence, freedom and socialism, These are 
the men who have not only noble political qualities but also good intel- 
lect, increasing cultural and technical capabilities and good phy=‘cal 
strength, and who know how to work efficiently and also how to figh\ bril- 
liantly. This is the source of extremely great strength of the LPw »ithin 
the war for defense of the fatherland, 














This is the new possibility for the material anc technical base as offered 
by the modern industrial-agricultural socialist economy, whici our people 
are step by step building in the reorganized provinces and districts on a 
nationwide scale, 


Our state has reorganized the provinces on a nationwide scale, From 80 
provinces and cities we now have 39, Every province today has an area rang- 
ing from about 10,000 to 20,000 square kilometers and, in most cases, in- 
cluding the highland, midland and delta areas, as well as the coast, and a 
population ranging from about 1 million to over 3 million people, and an 
economic potential being greater and more total than that of the old prov- 
inces, WMany districts have been reorganized, with larger area, more popu- 
lation and greater economic potential, Each of our provinces today thus 
has the necessary factors to become an economic and defense strategic unit, 





About our economy, we still have many immediate difficulties, with the lev- 
el of economic develo,;ment remaining low, However, in comparison with the 
past, today our provinces have for the first time the definite material and 
trchnical bases that include installations in agriculture, industry, con- 
munications and transportation, capital construction, posts and telegraph, 
wired radio, public health, scientific research, etc,, which are definitely 
more superior than those that existed during the liberation war against the 
French and the recent one against the Americans, 


Witn our people's continued struggle along the line of the party on econon- 
ic construction and in accordance with its economic development plaris, the 
economy in the localities, as well as in the nation as a whole, will con- 
tinue to develop, About grain production, all localities will not only 
have enough to eat and to contribute to the state but also have some sur- 
plus left as their own reserves, Industries, including the heavy and light 
industrial enterprises and handicraft installations, will appear more and 
more everyday, Land, water, railroad and air communications and transpor- 
tation will develop. The posts and ‘elegraph, wired radio, information, 
public health and other networks will ceaselessly be strengthened, The 
distribution of economic installations and population clusters in each lo- 
cality, aS well as in the country as a whole, will be more rational, 





Gradually our districts will become agricultural-industrial economic units; 
our provinces will becom) industrial-agricultural economic units; the dif- 
ferences and levels of development being too far apart between the high- 
lands and the delta will gradually be narrowed, Not only will this have a 
great significance in stabilizing and gradually improving the standard of 
living and help to strengthen the material and technical base of socialism, 
but it wiil also make the infrastructure and logistical base more and more 
sOlid and powerful for the LPW, 


That is the very great new strength of the local armed forces, 


The new possibilities of all kinds of the localities allow us to build a 
very strong local armed force, capable of fulfilling the great and heavy 
task of | PW within the war for defense of the fatherland, 





We can organize the militia and self-defense forces very strong, numerous 
‘ widespread. In the provinces and cities having a population ranging 
t_sm over 1 to 3 million, with laborers numbering from 500,000 to 700,000, 
we can organize tens and hundreds of thcrusands of militiamen and self- 

defense corpsmen. 


We can build the local provincial and district forces to make them develop 
much better than before in terms of size, scope of organization end 
strengthening of various technical components and services, 


We can build very strong and numerous high-quality reserve forces to in- 
Clude combatants, noncommissioned officers and officers of all grades, ca- 
dres and technical personnel of all armas and branches of service; in the 
early period of war, we can organize many large units. 


With our forces being numerically large and organized better and better 
everyday, when a war breaks out, we can have on the basis of the LPwW alone 
millions of militiamen and self-defense corpsmen directly joining the fight 
all over the country along with tens of thousands of local troops. 


If we know how to organize well and to assume good leadership, the capabil- 
ities of our districts, provinces and cities today will be boosted to a 
high level; our LPW within the war for defense of the fatherland will sure- 
ly acquire great power of unfathomable potential, 
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[ Text / 4, The new task and need of LPW within the war for defense of the 
fatnerland and the new strength and capabilities of localities today will 
necessarily lead to a new development of the LFW fighting method, 


The general requirement of the LPW fighting method is to closely combine 
with war by means of main-force mobile corps; to closely conbine the form 
of concentrated fighting of local provincial and district troops (and 
main-force troops, if any) with widespread fighting of the masses’ arned 
force and to creatively apply the fighting methods of the war for defense 
of the fatherland to our localities; and to develop all of the creative 
and rich fighting methods of the masses’ and local armed forces and to ful- 
ly use all weapons and means, both rudimentary and modern, for the purpose 
of creating the greatest combined military power to destroy the enemy and 
to defend the localities, 


Relying on a mastery fighting position and solid defense lines in the lo- 
calities, LPW can:

Conduct many battles and even small- and intermediate-scale counteroffen- 
sive, offensive and defensive campaigns by means of local armed forces, or 
with coordination with main-force troops of military region and, if neces- 
sary, the Ministry's reserve force, This is a requirement necessary to 
destroy the enemy and to defend the localities and also a new capability 
of [PW within the war for defense of the fatherland, which does not exist 
in the liberation war, 


Develop and raise to a new and very high level many rich, creative and 
greatly varied fighting methods of militia and self-defense forces and the 
armed masses, and of the small components of local troops as well, both in 
front and behind the enemy, Develop every trick and every weapon and means 
available and fully use everywhere and at any time every mistake the enemy 
may make to fight him, In the resistance against America, American troops 
who were fully equipped with modern weapons were terrified by our rich and 
strange ways of fighting: they found the enemy everywhere, and nowhere; an 
entire nation, from children to the elderly people, was a dreadful enemy 
for them; everywhere and at any time they could be attacked by surprise; 
everything from wasps, rocks to champagne bottles, packages, etc, could be- 
come powerful weapons to kill them, etc, Today this capability will surely 
be develored to a higher level by our people who have fully absorbed the 
mastery concept, are capable of being masters, have many experiences and 
fight the enemy from the position of being the masters of their localities 
and the entire country, 


Create many fighting methods for district military fortresses, closely- 
linked combat clusters and combat villages, state farms, state forests, 
work sites, enterprises, etc, These are matters that are much newer as 
compared with the liberation war, 





The question raised to the military art is that we must consider the very 
good fighting methods for these new combat organizations in order to de- 
velop their new fighting power in all defensive, counteroffensive and of- 
fensive combat, in different localities and in different kinds of terrain, 
for the purpose of defeating the different objectives of our fighting. 


S. From the above-mentioned matters we can summarize some conclusions about 


the strategic position of I PW within the war for defense of the fatherland 
as follows: 


One, LEW develops the all-people strength in localities throughout the 
country and reflects our party's view on people's war in the defense of the 
fatherland -- this very basic view of our party calls for relying on the 
strength of the masses in every installation, every locality and the coun- 
try as a whole to successfully conduct the war, 


Two, it is one of the two methods to conduct the war for defense of the fa- 
therland for the purpose of achieving mastery to destroy the enemy and de- 
stroying the enemy to achieve mastery, 
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Three, it develops the on-the-spot mastery-position power in the localities 
to enable fighting the enemy in time, quickly and from a position of 
strength and having strategic initiative under any circumstances, particu- 
larly in our country's characteristic terrain and with new combat objec- 
tives (on-the-spot forces are the fastest mobile forces), 


Four, it is the extremely important foundation for securing the most advan- 
tageous strategic position on a nationwide scale for the war for defense 
of the fatherland, 


Five, it is the basis for developing our war power by means of main-force 
mobile corps; creates favorable conditions for our main-force troops to 
concentrate on building and combat activities; and creates and prepares 
the terrain and battlefield for main-force mobile corps to deliver blows 
of strategic significance and to destroy large parts of the enemy's 
strategic mobile units, 


Six, it protects and develops the people's and the country’s potential ca- 
pabilities in the course of the war in the localities and throughout the 
country, helps to maintain political security and social order, and builds 
and consolidates the rear areas to make them stronger everyday, 


With the characteristics of the present situation, when our war for defense 
of our southwestern border has scored victory along with the proud historic 
victory of the Kampuchean revolution, when other localities over the coun- 
try are well prepared and ready in all aspects and totally have initiative 
under any circumstances, our localities must beat the clock as they quickly 
build up their strength in every way, When the enemy dares to launch a 
large-scale aggressive war, we are ready to defeat him anywhere, at any 
time and by means of both LPW and war with main-force mobile corps. 


Our localities must, therefore, actively step up all aspects of building, 
preparations and organization; be ready to fight victoriously; and create 
a solid base for LPW, when war breaks out in their local areas or takes 
place on a large scale, 


Part Three 
Major Tasks To Fulfill 


After seeing clearly the strategic role, new task and very great new capa- 
bilities of LPW within the war for defense of the fatherland, the question 
is what must we do to prepare a solid base for strong development of LPw 
when war takes place and how do we solve the problems in connection with 
organization and implementation in order to successfully fulfill this task, 


1, Quickly create a vigorous change in concept, view and action in all of 
our party, population and army toward the task of consolidating national 
defense in the localities and throughout the country and toward the role 
and task of LPW within the war for defense of the fatherland, 











Nake the party as a whole and all our people thoroughly understand the 
view on national defense going hand in hand with national construction as 
the law of survival for the nation; the guidelines about building the 
country while remaining ready to f‘¢ht and fighting for national defense; 
and the political and military tasks, which are set forth in the resolu- 
tions of the VCP Central Committee, To consolidate national defense is 
both an immediate urgent matter and a long-term basic one not only for the 
present generation but also for many future generations, As to the reac- 
tionary clique among the Beijing rulers that advocates great-nation expan- 
sionism and as to imperialism, our people must always remain vigilant and 
ceaselessly consolidate national defense to make it stronger everydzy,. 


On the basis of changes in concept and thinking, we must go into organizing 
action, launch a mass movement in the localities to stress the collective 
mastery concept, go into achieving building for national defense and re- 
sponc to immediate and long-term combat and combat-readiness tasks, Pro- 
mote vigorous changes first in the party, particularly among party commit- 
tee echelons, the people's armed forces, state organs and then mass organ- 
izations and the people in the localities, 


2, On the basis of the general defense plan, properly draft basic defense 
plans for the localities and ensure a high degree of combat readiness, both 
immediate and long-term readiness, 


This is the first very important task within the task of consolidating na- 
tional defense and combat readiness from high to low echelons and a basis 
for properly solving all aspects of national defense preparations in the 
localities and closely combining economic with national defense matters 

in the socialist construction there, This also reflects their concentra- 
tion of combat determination and the collective mastery concept on the na- 
tional defense field and reflects our state's organizing and planning qual- 
ities in connection with national defense, 


Sverv locality (district, province or city)must draw up its own defense 
plan within the general defense task of its military region. To do so it 
must thoroughly understand the VCF Central Committee's strategic views and 
determination; know well the local political, economic, military and geo- 
eraphical characteristics, combat traditions, strengths and weaknesses, 
etc,; maintain its defense position and task; and correctly judge the en- 
emy's capabilities and possible action pattern under different circum- 
stances, 


befense plans must include a thorough understanding of the concept of of- 
fensive strategy -- be masters to destroy and destroy to be masters. Devel- 
op to a high degree the strength of the socialist collective mastery system 
and the combined strength of the localities in order to launch a broad LPw 
for the purpose of effectively defending them when the enemy extends the 
fighting there and effectively aiding other localities, Deal with any sit- 
uation on your own initiative, steadily defend the localities and win right 
from the beginning and in the course of the war, Naintain unified command 
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over the forces in your area, Secure close combat coordination with other 
provinces and help to strengthen the position and power of military regions 
in providing aid to the entire country, Coordinate and create favorable 
conditions for activities of main-force mobile corps and the Ministry's 
arms and branches of service, 


Along with the basic determination to fight the enemy and to defend the lo- 
calities, draft plans for making preparations of all kinds to carry out 
such a determination -- the plans for building the local armed forces, 
building the mastery battle position, being ready to switch your locality 
to a situation of both fighting and doing productive work after the out- 
break of war, building logistical activities on the spot, prepar‘ng the 
people, etc, These plans must clearly set forth the steps to be made, in- 
mediate and long-term objectives to be reached and actual needs an norms 
to be attained in each period, Through exercises further supplement and 
perfect. them to suit the localities’ realities and state of development in 
all aspects, 


3. Build strong national defense potential in thi localities, 


Only by building strong national defense potentials of the localities can 
we after the outbreak of war have a base to quickly turn these potentials 
into a great LFW combined strength and make LPW develop in depth and 
breadth, Thus to build the localities’ national defense potertial is a 
very important permanent task in time of peace, 


The national defense strength of the localities today is seen on the one 
hand in the force that directiy does the fighting and is ready to fight to 
defend the localities and on the other hand, more importantly, in the form 
of a hidden force within the localities’ overall strength to be mobilized 
as the situation demands, 





Our national defense strength is a combined one consisting of political, 
economic, military, cultural and technical strengths, the new man, etc, It 
originates from the strengths of all aspects of the localities and the coun- 
try, as well as of the socialist system, from the combined results of the 
three revolutions which our people are carrying on in every locality and in 
the country as a whole, Thus to build our national defense potentials in 
the localities and in the entire country is to build totally all political- 
moral, economic, military, scientific-technical and cultural fields, 


About the political-moral field, strive to consolidate and strengthen the 
proletarian dictatorship in the localities, perfect the new production re- 
lationships, transform the old production relationships and combine trans- 
formation with building, Develop the working people's collective mastery 
right from the primary level up. Build strong party organizatious to serve 
as the hard core for building strong, totally developed and widespread po- 
litical installations and mass organizations, Stress patriotic spirit, the 
love for socialism, the concept of socialist collective mastery, the con- 
cept of self-sufficiency and self-strengthening and the fine traditions of 











the nation and each locality, Wipe out all of the political, ideological 
and cultural influences of neocolonialism and the international reaction- 
ary clique and smash all psychological warfare arguments, Teach a 
thorough understanding of the party's political and military lines and 
tasks; fully recognize the enemy, his wicked plot and his strengths and 
weaknesses; see clearly both our great new strength and our difficulties, 
Helehten the hatred for the enemy, revolutionary vigilance and the n .tion- 
al defense concept; make every citizen and every installation confident in 
himself/itself; and make the masses become the real masters of their own 
localities under any combat circumstances, 


Nake a big effort to combine local forces with the strengthening of forces 
as carried out by the central administration so as to get rid of the polit- 
ically weak base areas, which now exist, within a definite period of time, 
Pay attention to the localities in the newly-liberated areas in the South, 
the jungle areas, the border, islands and critical areas, Work closely 
with the basic level, have many rich and appropriate measures to mobilize 
and gather the masses in mass organizations and, through the latter, edu- 
cate and awaken them and heighten their understanding, Be concerned about 
providing training and advanced training to cadres from minority groups in 
areas having many people of ethnic minorities, 





About the economic potential, mobilize the localities’ efforts, strive to 
build provinces and cities into industrial-agricultural economic units and 
districts into agricultural-industrial economic units and fully carry out 
the state plan in order to reach the goals the state has set forth: to 
serve national defense, to stabilize the standard of living and to build 
the material and technical base of socialism, Nore particularly, reaffirm 
the determination to obtain at any cost a strong change on the agricultural 
front of your locality, 





In the course of building the new economy in the localities, closely com- 
bine economy with national defense, and vice versa, in order to strengthen 
the national defense potential and to gradually create an on-the-spot in- 
frastructure and logistical base for LFW and the war fought with main-force 
mobile corps, The resolution adopted at the 4th Plenum of the VCP Central 
Committee clearly indicates that we must “achieve close combination of eco- 
nomic construction with national defense in accordance with a long-term 
plan being seriously carried out in steady steps,” Combine in a balanced, 
rational and positive manner the plan for building provinces and cities in- 
to incustrial-agricultural economic units with the plan for building them 
into strategic units, the building of districts into agricultural-indus- 
trial economic units with the building of districts into military for- 
tresses, within the steps made by the localities, with every economy- 
developing step having the effect of raising the national defense strength 
and every defense-strengthening step helping to raise the capacity to build 
and protect the economy, In this process, there are key jobs that need to 
be done properly, such as the following: to redistribute labor and the 
population in a rational manner in the localities and to contribute to a 
nationwide redistribution of labor; to properly carry out the government's 








plan for moving the people from the overpopulated delta to the highlands, 
border areas, islands and those areas having more land than people in or- 
der to develop the economy and to consolidate national defense. Develop 
the network of land, river and sea communications, levelop the local in- 
dustrial network and properly use it to serve both the economy and nation- 
al defense, Develop the information, posts and telegraph, and public 
health networks to extend from cities to villages and place them under a 
good unified management to serve both the army and the people during the 
time of war, 


The local armed forces always fulfill the productive labor task, build the 
economy and make active contributions along with the local people to build- 
ing the material and technical base of socialism, 


About the scientific and technical potential, develop the capabilities of 
the relatively large scientific and technical force in provinces and 
cities, which consists of scientific-technical cadres and technical work- 
ers in various sectors and occupations, scientific and technical research 
organs, colleges, vocational middle schools, trade school teacher training 
schools, technical worker schools, etc, 


Science and technology has become a very important factor in the strength 
of LPW under modern conditions, The fact that the local armed forces are 
equipped with quite modern weapons creates new requirements about their 
use, storage and repairs, production of some necessary replacement parts, 
etc. All localities must have plans of their own to build, organize and 
use properly the scientific and technical force to serve both the economy- 
building and national defense tasks in their localities, 


The national defense potential of the localities today is much greater 
than before. If we are clever and have good organization, accumulation 
and management, when we have war in our locality or when a large-scale war 
breaks out, we will be able to quickly create a great LPW strength, 


4, Build strong local armed forces and a large reserve force, 


Because of the strategic position and great task of LPW as they were ana- 
lyzed earlier, on the basis of the new capabilities of the reorganized pro- 
vincial and district levels, our party is determined to build an unprece- 
dentedly strong local armed force that befits the strategic position of 
LPd within the war for defense of the socialist fatherland, 


The militia and self-defense forces must be built strong and widespread on 
an appropriate scale, thus proving that wherever there are production and 
people, there always are these forces, Organize them in a way to include 
both a hard-core force and a broad force, a combat force and a combat- 
serving force, a stationary force and a mobile force, infantry and some 
branches and units like commandos, artillery guns, antiaircraft guns, en- 
@ineers, etc, The scope of organization can extend to companies, battal- 
ions and regiments, with the larger enterprises capable of organi~ ‘ng 











self-defense divisions, At the same time attach utmost importance to qual- 
ity. Pay attention to increasing the numbers of workers and party and 
Youth Union members in the militia and self-defense forces, Provide them 
with regular political education and military training to turn them into 
Outstanding combatants and units for the defense of the localities and 
people and real shock force in production, In order to mobilize the mass 
armed forces, the Ministry of Nat’.onal Defense has made a decision to let 
the self-defense and militia forves throughout the couniczy use a square 
emblem of a gold star to identify themselves, 


Local troops of provinces, cities and districts must be appropriately or- 
ganize. in the direction of’ regul=r and modern forces, They are part of 
the permanent army system, have the principal combat task of defending the 
localities, are closely linked with the latter in many ways and at the 
same time take part in the fighting on the front line and in other local- 
{ties when necessary, According to the organizing plan anticipated for 

a locality in the early period of war, all localities must step up full 
preparations in every way so as to be able to organize and expand right 
away when necessary, 


Provincial, municipal and district local troops must be trained to be good 
at fighting independently with regular weapons; attacking, counterattack- 
ing and defending; fighting day and night; knowing very well the terrain 
in the areas assigned to them; closely coordinating their activities with 
the militia and self-defense forces; having the capabilities to fulfill 
their tasx in the small- and intermediate-scale LPW campaigns; and coor- 
dinating combat activities with main-force mobile corps. 





To build the reserve force is a very big matter of strategic significance 
today. We must maintain a strong permanent army in peacetime to suit our 
economic capabilities and the need for defense of the fatherland, When a 
larre-scale war breaks out, we must quickly expand our forces to respond 
to the wartime needs in order to deal with the enemy under any circun- 
stances of the war, We must mobilize our forces very quickly and ensure 
the right quantity and quality, the secret structure and safety. 


Therefore, we must strive to build a truly large reserve force and attach 
importance to organizing secondary units and mobilizing on a trial basis, 
Study a scientific and rational way to deal with registration, training 
and mobilization, which must be made orderly and stable, Move toward the 
goal of having the provincial and municipal levels mobilize good infantry 
units and branches, which can fight right away after joining the army or 
need supplementary training for only a short time, while ceaselessly *ee;- 
ing additional sources to reinforce them in the course of the war, We 
must review our experiences and at the same time study and learn from the 
experiences of other countries for creative application and building a base 
for supplementary mobilization, 


Provincial, municipal and district local military organs mus’ be raised to 
a new level to be able to assume leadership over various aspects of the 
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local military work, to directly organize and command combat and military 
campaigns within their own localities and to coordinate their activities 
with other forces, 


5. Build defensive line and mastery combat position in order to destroy 
the enemy in LPwW, 


The combat position in the pewple's war for defense of the fatherland today 
is the one that has been readily adopted in the country as a whole and in 
each locality in accordance with a unified strategic intention and on the 
basis of fully using to our advantage all of the favorable natural, terrain 
and people's harmony conditions; it is the com’at position that can develop 
the great new fighting power to beat the enemy wherever he comes from, to 
have initiative under any circumstances and to deal the enemy heavy blows 
right from the beginning. 


From the standpoint of the country as a whole, to prepare for and build 
this combat position is reflected in the building of economic and national 
defense strategic zones, the organization of naticnal defensive lines, the 
building of provinces and cities as strategic units and districts as mili- 
tary fortresses, the coordination with the very rational and mobile deploy- 
ment of main-force troops in the key areas and the transformation of the 
entire country into a vast solid and tough battleground to attack, encir- 
cle and destroy the enemy, 


The defensive line and mastery combat position of LPW aimed at destroying 
the enemy are a component of the overall defensive organization of the en- 
tire country, They must be strongly defended, with the local force as the 
principal one, and at the same time help to create favorable combat condi- 
tions for the strategic mobile force, They serve as a support for conduct- 
ing defensive, counteroffensive and offensive campaigns of the local armed 
force or the strategic mobile force in order to develop the all-people 
fighting power to beat the enemy and to combine combat with production in 
the course of combat. 


The defensive line and mastery combat position of LPW aimed at destroying 
the enemy must fully show the activeness, strength and ir ‘incibility of 
our front line, border areas, coastal areas and islands, They must be 
built in depth, with many lines and layers, both strong in the key loca- 
tions and powerful on the entire line (including the rear area), and sup- 
plied with enough grain and ammunitions reserves to allow continued fight- 
ing. Closely combine the system of strong and dangerous firepower with 
the system of strong combat for fications and shelters; the system of 
broad anc dense barricades; and the system of unified, strict and secret 
organization and command, thus creating favorable conditions for closely 
combining defensive combat with counteroffensive and offensive actions, 


The defensive line and mastery combat position of LPW are formed by the 
system of district military fortresses and the system of key defense areas 
of provincial, municipal and district local troops in the key locations 

















(in the really important locations there can be participation of main-force 
troops), with the defensive force and the counteroffensive and offensive 
forces being closely coordinated with one another, Wherever there are the 
armed people's public security forces, the above forces must be closely and 
actively combined with the latter. 


Pay special attention to ensuring 2 close coordination among, the forces 
stationed in a locality (including the local armed force and the forces of 
the main-force arms and branches of service) and unified command in each 
area, leaving no gap in the boundary locations between localities and 
units, 


In the mastery combat position of LPW there must be plans for construction 
of networks of combat and defensive-preventive works, land and water bar- 
riers, means of mobility and installations ensuring material and technical 
capabilities; organization of reconnaissance, information and command posts; 
and establishment of rear-area bases of provinces and districts, 


To build the defensive line and mastery combat position of iF is a great 
task that involves many sectors and requires the manpower and financial 
support of the localities and the entire country. Consequently, all local- 
ities must have strict projects to clearly define what is to be done first 
and what is to be done last, Whatever is immediately needed for combat 
readiness must be done right away, Other jobs can be spread out and done 
one by one in accordance with short-term and long-term national defense 
plans, 


6, Step up military scientific research in order to properly resolve the 
practical problems of LFW, 


We must place the military-science theory about LPw in its correct strate- 
gic scope within the Parxist-Leninist military science in our country, 
Move toward building a perfected scientific theory about this matter, It 
has a «reat significance not only for the present combat and combat- 
readiness tasks but alse for the future gererations’ task of cefending the 
fatherland, This will also be a considerable contribution on our part to 
the Marxist-Leninist rilitary theory. 


About research subjects, as an immeaiate job we must concentrate on the fol- 
lowing matters; 


- The strategic position, new task and new strength of LPw within the war 
for defense of the fatherland, 


- jullding provinces and cities into strategic units, building districts 
into military fortresses and building coordinated combat clusters at dis- 
trict level, 


- Building local armed forces; building reserve forces; building local, 
district and provincial military organs, 











- Ruilding the defensive line and the mastery combat position of LPW, most- 
ly on the front line, 


- Building the localities’ national defense potential; combining the econ- 
omy with national defense at the provincial and district levels, 


- The military-art matters involving LPW, such as prvincial fighting meth- 
ods, district fortresses, coordinated combat cluste’s, art of conducting 
offensive, counterot‘fensive ind defensive campaign’,, various forms of conm- 
bat by local armed forces and coordinated combat etween these forces and 
main-force mobile corps, arms and branches of se vice, and various forme 

of struggle by the local people, 


- Organizing unified leadership and command !. the localities, 


To review our rich experiences in guerrilla fighting methods and Liw in the 
two recent wars of resistance is extremely important (pay attention to the 
exrerience in |PW versus the war of destr.iction in the North). At the same 
time actively study and boldly look for “he problems that have just been 
raised in the war for defense of the fatherland; review in time the still- 
hot experiences in defense of the fatherland at the southwestern border 
and other places, in border areas, islands and localities within the task 
of combat, combat readiness aic consolidation of national defense, 


7. Strengthen the effectiveness of leadership of local party organizations 
with respect to the task of consolidating national defense and conducting 
LPa. 


To build the all-people national defense and to conduct the people's war 
for defense of the fatherland is the task of all of our party, people and 
army and of the entire proletarian-dictatorship system under the leadership 
of the party. LPW is an all-people, total war, Therefore, we can have 
strong national defense and highly-developed | PW only when we have the cen- 
tralized and unified leadership, with a high degree of effectiveness, of 
party committee echelons in the localiti.s, 


It is this principle that has recently led our party to adopting a new pol- 
icy about organizing unified commands and commanding organs from provinces 
to districts and even front commanding organs where necessary. This is an 
appropriate form of organization to strengthen the effectiveness of the 
party's centralized and unified leadership over national defense and to 
develop the strength of the entire proletarian-dictatorship system in the 
localities toward the task of consolidating national defense and conducting 
‘FW, Through this form of organization, the party has assigned local party 
organizations very heavy new authority and task with respect to the task of 
assuming leadership over national defense construction and conducting LPw.

ity to independently organize anc command battles and intermediate- and 
small-scale offensive, counteroffensive and defensive campaigns of the lo- 
cal armed forces; to pay attention to organizing and training the local 
militiamen and self-defense corpsmen in combat; and to closely coordinate 
with the main-force troops Have also the necessary knowledge of economic 
matters ‘n order to properly fulfill the task of combining the economy 
with national defense, ‘ 


Organize and develop the responsibility of the local administration and 
economic, cultural and social sectors toward the task of consolidating na- 
tional defense in the localities and preparing for LPW. 


Mobilize and develop the collective mastery role of the mass organiza- 
tions and people in the localities with respect to the task of building na- 
tional defense, building the people's armed forces and conducting LPw. 


Alj localities must also contribute to fulfilling our people's internation- 
al task, 


As you have known, in close solidarity with the authentic Kampuchean revo-

Under the leadership of the Communist Party of Vietnam the Vietnamese 
revolution has travelled a long road over half a century. Persistently 
struggling along the path charted by the party the Vietnamese people have 
won many glorious victories. Following the three broad revolutionary 
high tides (1930-1931, 1936-1939, 1940-1945) our people carried out 
successfully the August 1945 revolution. They for thirty long years they 
undertook two victorious valiant wars of resistance against the French 
and the American imperialist aggressors, liberating and reunifying the 
country, and taking the whole of Vietnam on the road to socialism, while 
contributing to the liberation of the fraternal peoples of Laos and 
Kampuchea. More recently, our people have defeated a war of aggression 
by the Chinese reactionary forces, and helped smash the genocidal regime 
in Kampuchea and defend the peace and national independence of the three 
Indochinese countries. 


"In their long history the Vietnamese people have accomplished innumerable 
illustrious feats-of-arms, brought about many changes to our country, 
built up this majestic land of ours, and left us glorious traditions. 

At no stage of our country's social life, however, have such deep, far- 
reaching and crowded changes occurred as in the recent past, the time 
when the right to lead the revolution befalls our party, the vanguard 

of the Vietnamese working-class. It may be said that those historic 

years have crystallized and developed all that makes the quintessence, 

the greatness, the pride of our people." 


The great victeries recorded by our people in the last fifty years have 
been closely associated with the emergence and the activities of the 

party, the strong and firm Marxist-Leninist party of the Vietnamese working 
class, and a staunch body of the international national communist movement. 
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As they celebrate the fiftieth anniversary of the foundation of the party 

it is with immeasurable pride and enthusiasm that the Vietnamese communists, 
working class and people look back on this glorious phase of their struggle, 
reaffirm their victories and achievements, sum up their valuable experiences, 
enhance their revolutionary determination, and upgrade their practical 
competence so as to build socialism successfully, and firmly defend their 
socialist fatherland. 


1. Glorious Revolutionary Milestones 


The Vietnamese people have a long history of building and preserving their 
country. Our forefathers conducted many successive resistances for 
national liberation and the defence of the fatherland, defeated brutal 
armies of aggressors, preserved our land, and created our magnificent 
culture, bequeathing us most beautiful traditions. 


In the middle of the nineteenth century when feudalism was on the wane, 
Vietnam was invaded and ruled by French imperialism. Several generations 
stood up to fight colonialist oppression, but all their efforts proved 
futile due to the absence of a correct line consistent with mankind's 
evolution in the new age. 


The great victory of the Russian October Revolution ushered in a new era 
for mankind and at the same time helped the Vietnamese people to find the 
path to national and social liberation and follow the trend of historical 
evolution. Nguyen Ai Quoc, the first Vietnamese communist, who later 
became President Ho Chi Minh, disseminated Marxism-Leninism in our country. 
The combination between Marxism-Leninism and the working class and 
patriotic movements in Vietnam gave birth to a qualitatively new strength 
that led to the foundation of the Communist Party of Vietnam. 





Right from the beginning Nguyen Ai Quoc stated: "There is no other path 

to national salvation and emancipation than that of proletarian revolution." 
The founder of the party and teacher of the Vietnamese revolution found 

a correct solution to the pivotal problem of the national liberation 
revolution in the new age: to closely link national liberation revolution 
world proletarian revolution. [as received]

1) The emergence of the communist party founded, led and tempered by 
President Ho Chi Minh marked a crucial turning point in the history of 
the Vietnamese revolution. 


With their brilliant culture generated and developed through the process 

of building life and fighting against feudal ruling class and foreign 
aggressors, and with their tradition of ardent patriotism, the Vietnamese 
people turned to and quickly assimilated Marxism-Leninism, mankind's most 
progressive ideology. In spite of its still limited forces the 
"Indochinese proletarian class, born in colonies, had to suffer not only 
from capitalist exploitation but also from national oppression, and were 
therefore filled with revolutionary enthusiasm; at present in order to free 
itself the Indochinese proletarian class has to free the whole people from 
the shackles of imperialism" (Resolution of the November 1940 Conference 
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of the party Central Executive Committee) .? Coming into existence alter 
the victory of the Russian October Revolution, free from any opportunistic 
influence, the Veitnamese working class was soon penetrated with the 
revolutionary spirit of Marxism-Leninism combined with the praxis of 
national struggle and class struggle, and became the unique class to assume 
the leadership of the Vietnamese revolutionary movement. The Vietnam 
Communist Party born from within a nation staunchly fighting for her 
liberation, and issued from the radically revolutionary Vietnamese working 
class, soon became the valiant vanguard of our revolution. 


(0WO40933] Right after the foundation of the party, the political thesis, 
i.e., the 1930 political programme draft, laid down the correct solution 
to the strategic and tactical problems of the Vietnamese revolution, our 
party stated that the Vietnamese revolution was a new-style bourgeois- 
democratic revolution led by the proletarian class in the age of the 
proletarian revolution's success in the Soviet Union, of the development 
of the democratic and the national liberation movements in the world, and 
of the advanced stage of imperialism's critical general crisis. The 
political programme clearly pointed out that the Vietnamese revolution 

had to go through two phases: the bourgeois-democratic and the socialist 
revolutions. It confirmed the leading role of the working class, stating 
that the workers and peasants formed the core of the revolutionary forces, 
and settled correctly the relations between class and nation, between anti- 
imperialist task and anti-feudal task, between patriotism and proletarian 
internationalism, etc.... Thanks to this correct line, the revolutionary 
movement gained momentum like a [words indistinct] urban as well as rural 
areas throughout the country, sowing extreme fear among enemy ranks. 


2) The 1930-193] revolutionary high tide, which culminated in the Soviet- 
type Nghe Tinh uprising, bore evidence of the offensive posture of the 
Vietnamese revolution and established the leadership of the communist party. 


This high tide demonstrated the emergence of new forces that officially 
stepped forward on the political scene and would determine the nation's 
destiny. For the first time in the history of the Vietnamese revolution, 
a revolutionary movement appeared with really broad participation of the 
masses, based on the worker-peasant alliance and led by the working class. 
This high tide brought to the worker and peasant masses confidence in 
their great revolutionary ability. This explains precisely why afterwards 
the achievements of the high tide could be maintained in spite of the 
imperialists fierce repression. This nigh tide prepared the ground and 
sowed the proper seeds for the tollowing revolutionary high tides. "Tempering 
forces for the successful August 1945 Revolution to come."4 


3) The period of the 1936-1939 democratic front marked a new leap forward 
of the Vietnamese revolutionary movement and a new step in the maturation 
of the party. 


Applying the resolution of the 7th congress of the Comintern, our party 


devoted great attention to the foundation of a united front. Relying on 
the basic forces of the revolution mustered right from the 1930-1931 period 
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and revived after years of severe repression, and taking strong advantage 
of the popular front's coming to power in France, our party shifted its 
werk in time to fit in the new situation, and set up the Indochinese 
Democratic Front, thus organizing millions of workers, peasants, young 
peop'e, intellectuals together with other progressive popular strata to 
struggle with multiform and flexible methods--closely combining open with 
clandestine work and legal, semi-legal with illegal activities--against 
oppression and exploitation, for the people's daily rights and democratic 
freedom, then, during World War II, our party founded the Vietnam front. 
The great successes of the party in the democratic front period nursed 
new forces and prepared a new terrain for the wide national liberation 
high tide of the years 1940-1945. The 1930-1931 high tide was the first 
fulldress rehearsal and the 1936-1939 high tide was the second general 
rehearsal leading to the August 1945 revolution. 


4) With the victorious August 1945 revolution a splendid chapter was 
added to the annals of the Vietnamese people. 


As President Ho Chi Minh said: "Not merely the Vietnamese working class 
and people but other oppressed working class and peoples as well may be 
proud that this was the first time in the revolutionary history of 

colonial and semi-colonial peoples a party, barely fifteen years of age, 
has successfully led a revolution and gained administrative control 
throughout the country."> The triumph of the August 1945 revolution marked 
a great turning point in the Vietnamese nation's history. It opened a 

new era, that of national independence, freedom and socialism. After the 
victory of the August 1945 revolution, from an enslaved people the 
Vietnamese became a free nation. From an illegal party, the communist 
party became a party leading the state administration. From a semi-feudal 
colony, Vietnam became the first independent and people's democratic 
country in Southeast Asia. The August 1945 revolution greatly developed 
and enhanced our nation's historical tradition of staunchness (?indomit- 
ability) and unity against foreign aggression. In preparing and conducting 
the victorious August 1945 general insurrection our people created a rich 
store of experience, contributing to the plentiful treasure of experience 
of world revolution. The valuable experience of the August revolution 

was further brought into full play in the wars of resistance against 

the French and then the U.S. aggressors. 


The struggle for the defence and the consolidation of the revolutionary 
administration proved to be most complex. Our country was ten encircled 
by imperialist and the reactionary forces. Initially the revolutionary 
administration was still young and weak, the newly-organized armed forces 
with rudimentary weapons had to confront the professional army of an 
imperialist power that had ruled over our country for nearly a century. 
In the face of such critical challenges our party led and organized our 
people to struggle most valiantly and apply most flexible tactic, defeating 
the enemy one by one, successively foiling each of their schemes, and 
taking advantage of time to increase our forces and prepare for the pro- 
tracted fight till victory. 











[0W0O40941] 5) The great Dien Bien Phu victory in 1954 and the end of 
the most arduous but valiant nine-year resistance war of our people and 
army against the French colonialists backed by the American imperialists, 
terminated forever the domination of our country by old-style colonialism 
and opened the era of its bankruptcy on a world scale. 


This glorious victory opened the war for the totally liberated north of 
our country to enter the phase of socialist revolution and transition 

to socialism, and for the south to continue the struggle to complete the 
national people's democratic revolution and the reunification of the 
country. 


In the more than 20 years of arduous struggle, at the same time building 
and defending socialism in the north and fighting for the complete 
liberation of the south, defeating the American imperialists’ war of 
aggression, the Vietnamese people demonstrated their heroic spirit and 
uncommon will. Our party, a united party that had to lead a country 
temporarily divided into two zones and undertake at the same time two 
strategic tasks, gave clear proof of its staunch revolutionary nature 
and rich creative ability, solving correctly many extremely difficult 
political, military, ideological and organizational problems so as to 
defeat totally the ringleader of imperialism in a highly complex inter- 
national context.

and heralded the inevitable bankruptcy of neocolonialism in the world. 
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Under the leadership of the party, the Vietnamese people have integrally 
fulfilled the historic task of liberating the nation and reunifying the 
country, thus duly discharging their historic mission toward the fatherland 
and their noble internationalist obligation. This victory will "forever 

go down in our nation's history as one of its most glorious milestones. 

As a brilliant manifestation of the total victory of revolutionary heroism 
and the human mind, and in world history as a great feat-of-arms of the 
twentieth century, an event of international significance and epoch-making 
significance."” Our party's correctness and creativeness in laying down 
the political and the military line, the method to make revolution and 
conduct revolutionary war resulted into the great combined strength of the 
people that was able to win over the ferocious ringleader of world imperialisr. 
Our party harmoniously and successfully combined the working class’ revolu- 
tionary science with the fierce fighting determination and great creative 
spirit of our people, the vanguard revolutionary knowledge of the time with 
people's heroic tradition and the quintessence of over four thousand years 
of our people's history.

[OW040959] The congress summed up the experiences of the Vietnamese 
people's national-democratic revolution, assessed the initial achievements 
of socialism in the north, aid was able to draw far-reaching conclusions. 
It also worked ovt the line aud objectives of the socialist revolution in 
our country. The line for socialist revolution, for economic and cultural 
development passed by the congress encompasses many very important 
theoretical and practical issues of socialism. The success of the congress 
stimulated our whole party, people and army in taking up the new battle to 
"build our country again more decent, more beautiful," as was President 

Ho Chi Minh's wish. 


The victory of the anti-U.S. resistance war for national salvation and the 
foundation of an independent, unified and socialist Vietnam were also a 
great victory of the socialist community, the nations and world people 
struggling for peace, national independence, democracy and social progress.

REDISTRIBUTION OF AGRICULTURAL LABOR ADVOCATED 
Hanoi KHOA HOC VA KY THUAT NONG NGHIEP in Vietnamese No 10, Oct 79 pp 579-582

[Text] The path of advance for creating large-scale socialist agriculture 

in our country must be a process of rationally reorganizing social production 
among the sectors of the national economy. Within the agricultural sector 
there must be national balances between cultivation and animal husbandry, 
among staple crops, nonstaple crops, and industrial crops, between long-term 
industrial crops and short-term industrial crops, etc. In brief, agricul- 
tural labor must be redistributed in order to be appropriate to each advance 
of large-scale socialist production. 


l. The Major Features of the Situation and the Special Characteristics of 
the New Distribution of Agricultural Labor in Our Country 


During the war years, the labor force in general and the agricultural labor 
force in particular increased two or three times. 


During the past 20 years, the north has established new production relation- 
ships and built the initial bases of large-scale socialist production. The 
structure of social labor and agricultural labor has been gradually changed: 
More than 95 percent of the agricultural labor force has been reorganized 

to engage in collective livelihoods along the lines of socialism. Labor in 
industry, handicrafts and capital construction increased trom less than 

8 percent to 18 percent and agricultural labor declined from more than 87 
percent to 56 percent (with labor growing staple foods accounting for too 
high a percentage--80 percent--and animal husbandry labor accounting for 

too little--4 percent). In the economically advanced countries the ratio 

of agricultural labor is very low.

During recent years millions of people have left the highly populated areas 
and cities to develop new economic zones. However, our country's population 
density has not yet been rationally distributed. According to 1975 
statistical data, the Bac Bo delta had a population density of 868 people 

per square kilometer, the Thanh-Nghe Tinh delta had a population density 

of 272 people per square kilometer, the Mekong delta had a population density 
of 187 people per square kilometer, the eastern Nam Bo region had a population 
density of 71 people per square kilometer, the Bac Bo mountain region had 

a population density of 50 people per square kilometer, and the Thanh-Nghe 
Tinh plateau had a population density of 27 people per square kilometer. 

The average per-capita land area in the Bac Bo delta provinces has steadily 
decreased. 





In the pre-liberation south, most of the agricultural workers in the youth 
age group fled to the cities, which caused a great increase in the urban 
population (in 1973-74 it accounted for 34 percent of the total population 
of the south). Therefore, agricultural labor rapidly declined: in 1965 
there were 5.5 million agricultural laborers, but in 1975 there were only 4 
million. Millions of hectares of agricultural land were left fallow and 
tens of thousands of hectares of rubber trees were destroyed. The number 
of industrial workers was also very small, amounting in 1975 to only about 
8.2 percent of the social labor force. On the other hand, the labor force 
serving the war increased to 25 percent of all social labor. After the 
liberation, more than 1 million demobilized puppet troops were without work. 
In recent years, due to the all-out efforts of our state, they have gradually 
been utilized in production labor. 


In brief, the elements of large-scale socialist production are taking form 
all over the nation. But small-scale production is still the rule. The 
nature of small-scale production is most clearly manifested in the follow- 
ing principal aspects: The material-technical bases of the agricultural 
sector are still poor, and most (90 percent) of the agricultural work is 
done manually; the division of labor has not been developed; the latest 
capabilities of the soil have not been fully developed and the economic 
capabilities of crops with high economic value (such as rubber, mulberry, 
coffee, cocoa, tea, etc.) have not been fully exploited; and 
inadequate attention has been paid to developing the raising of such ani- 
mals as meat cattle and milk cattle, or to raising chicks by industrial 
methods, etc, in order to assure that the income ratio between cultivation 











and animal husbandry is rational and increasingly develops. At present, our 
animal husbandry accounts for very little--16 percent--while cultivation 
accounts for 67.9 percent. In some countries, the ratio of income derived 
from animal hushandry is rather large, from 40 to 70 percent. In agriculture, 
the labor force is still concentrated principally (80 percent) on growing 
Staple crops, and there are not as yet many large areas specializing in 
industrial crops; the irrigation, mechanization, and intensive cultivation 
levels are still low; and animal husbandry has not been developed in balance 
with cultivation. Small-scale production is still manife ced in small-scale 
output, failure to meet the needs of expanded reproduction and the people's 
consumption needs, and in the situation of economic organization and manage- 
ment being dispersed and ineffective, and not highly planned. At present, 
the productivity of our country's labor productivity is still too low: an 
agricultural worker produces enough to feed only 2.5 to 3 people and tends 
less than a cultivated hectare. To produce a quintal of rice, the lowest 
expenditure of labor is 60 hours (in the Mekong Delta) or 72 hours (in the 
Bac Bo Delta provinces). Since labor productivity, the ratio of agricultural 
laubcr is still too large, and we have not yet transferred many agricultural 
workers to the other sectors. In many places land is still being left 
uncultivated and the potential of the agricultural handicraft trades with 
commodity economic value has not been fully developed. The good organization 
and use of the labor force will have a strong effect in stimulating the 

much more rapid and stronger development of the economy in general and 
agriculture in particular. In the agricultural sector there are nearly 
160,000 technical workers, more than 10,000 of whom were trained at the 
college cr post-college levels and about 5,000 of whom were trained in the 
various kinds of secondary schools. They constitute a very valuable force 
for carrying out the creation of a socialist agriculture, for they are 
trained and experienced with regard to economic and technical management. 
However, there are still difficulties: 90 percent of our agricultural 
workers still work manually and their productivity is still too low; the 
tasks of the agricultural sector still occupy 50 to 60 percent of the 

social labor force; the work-day and work-hours levels are still too low 
(averaging 200 days a year and 6 hours a day); and agricultural labor is 
still greatly wasted. Our agricultural cadres and technical workers have 
not yet fully met the expanding requirements of agricultural production, 

and the material-technical bases of the agricultural sector are still too 
weak. 





Those problems have impeded the development of our people's agriculture. 
Il. Redistributing Agricultural Labor in the New Situation and Mission 


In order to fulfill the agricultural missions and norms that have been set 
forth, a very important matter is the redistribution of agricultural labor 
to suit the new mission. First of all, in redistributing labor we must 
give priority to satisfying the labor needs of industry, commerce, communi- 
cations and transportation, and the other economic sectors, which are 
steadily advancing. The remaining workers must be distributed rationally 
among the various areas and within the agricultural sector, in order to 
further expand the new production sphere. 
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Finding the best ratios in the distribution of manpower among the various 
areas and the sectors of the industrial-agricultural national economy, and 
among the material production sectors and the non-material production sphere, 
is the most important direction for assuring that the labor force is utilized 
completely and rationally. Attention must be paid to the level, and rate 

of increase, of labor productivity, in determining relationships and ratios. 


Due to the situation, characteristics, and specific conditions of our 
country, the development of agricultural production will allow the rapid 
increase of the industrial sector processing agricultural products. That 
also reflects the corresponding expansion of production in the various 
sectors and the capability to more fully utilize the labor force; workers 
will be employed the year-round, and therefore the workers’ incomes will 
increase. 


in the immediate future, we must campaign for the workers and their families 
in the highly populated provinces and cities to go to develop new economic 
zones in such areas as the northern and southern border regions, the Tay 
Nguyen region, the Mekong Delta region, etc. It is estimated that by the 

end of 1980 it will have been necessary to redistribute 1.8 million workers, 
accompanied by 4 million family members, in the lowland areas of the northern 
and southern provinces (including municipalities, cities, and towns), the 
lowland areas of the provinces in the former Zone 4 area, the piedmont 
region, and the districts and agricultural cooperatives which have a small 
per-capita land area (under .3 mu), do not have conditions for developing 

the sectors and trades, and have surplus labor. On the basis of the specific 
situation, each locality must determine the appropriate areas; the lowland 
listricts and provinces which are expanding agricultural mechanization must 
do a good job of utilizing surplus labor in the process of reorganizing 
production, redistributing labor in the distr‘ct, and expanding the sectors 
ind trades, while also paying attention to fulfilling the plans to transfer 
labor to develop new economic zones. 


Our country has a very plentiful labor force which is increasing rapidly--by 
about 1 million workers a year--and therefore the redistribution of social 
labor in general and agricultural labor in particular on a national scale 
will create a labor structure that is appropriate to the requirements of 
industrialization and the construction of large-scale socialist production. 
Redistributing labor on a national scale in accordance with the requirement 
of reorganizing and developing agricultural production is an inevitability 
of the process of socialist industrialization in our country. It has a 
very great significance with regard to increasing social labor productivity 
in general and agricultural labor productivity in particular. Failure to 
redistribute labor will create an irrationality with regard to population 
density in agriculture. We must redistribute 10 million people in the Red 
River Delta and the lowland areas of the provinces in the former Zone 4, 
which are overpopulated, Some will go to the northern mountain provinces 
or to the coastal areas, while most will go to develop the economy and 
expand the specialized subsidiary food crop areas in the Tay Nguyen region, 











Pleiku, and Dac Lac, or to develop and expand the specialized rice-growing 
areas in the Mekong Delta. Furthermore, it is necessary to urgently 
distribute hundreds of thousands of workers to the provinces of eastern 
Nam Bo, where there are hundreds of thousands of hectares of rubber trees 
with very great economic value, but where there is a severe labor shor ‘age. 


The preceding has dealt with the national redistribution of labor among 


the various areas in orver to create a new nomic capability, but that 
distribution must be manifested in a speci ind concentrated manner in 
the development of crops and farm animals w ih high economic commodity 


value, and must manifest a high level of specialization and cooperativization. 
In our country's present circumstances, when redistributing labor on a 
territorial basis we must pay attention to satisfying the following needs: 





It is necessary to satisfy the need for labor to carry out intensive 
cultivation, increase productivity, and increase the number of growing 
seasons, and have sufficient labor to expand the rice-growing area wherever 
possible, with special attention on the key areas: the Mekong Delta and 
the Red River Delta. In the Mekong Delta alone, tens of thousands of hectares 
have been left uncultivated. Hundreds of thousands of workers are needed 
to clear and restore land and increase the acreage. Furthermore, it is 
necessary to distribute labor in order to rapidly increase the subsidiary 
food crop acreage and yield in all areas, and organize labor to p:ocess 
subsidiary food crops into food for people and feed for stock raising. In 
eastern Nam Bo, the Tay Nguyen region, the Trung Bo coast, tne piedmont 
region, and the Bac Bo mountain region, it is necessary to suitably distribute 
labor in order to have sufficient labor to grow subsidiary food crops and 
increase the ratio of subsidiary food crops in staple food production to 
vetween 40 and 50 percent in 1980. In 1979 a specialized subsidiary food 
crop-growing area in the Tay Nguyen region, for that region is capable of 
growing subsidiary food crops on about 50,000 to 60,000--or even more-- 
hectares. Attention must be paid to distributing labor to develop the 
growing of corn, kaoliang, manioc, sweet potatoes, and white potatoes, and 
to fully utilize the land to develop the various types of starchy crops. 
With regard to the labor distributed to develop and intensively cultivate 
staple food crops during the next few years, we must aim at the goal of one 
worker for one or two cultivated hectares, and advance to attaining an 
average of five tons of paddy and three hogs per hectare. Only thereby can 
we free labor to develop industrial crops and fruit crops, and develop the 
other sectors and trades. 


Adequate numbers of workers must be distributed to strongly develop indus- 
trial crops, and create areas specializing in industrial crops. 


Cotton will be concentrated in the provinces of Thuan Hai, Phu Khank, and 
Cheo Reo. The cotton-growing area is capable of being expanded to 170,000 
hectares. We have not paid adequate attention to distributing the labor 
force to develop cotton growing, and to preventing and eliminating insects 
and diseases. There are practically no material-technical bases. 
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Mulberry is not only a valuable export commodity, but is necessary to serve 
the people, since our country produces little cotton. 


Mulberry growing in our country is advantageous in many ways. If it is 
concentrated in Lam Dong Province, and on the hilly land of some central 

and northern provinces, where the land is fertile and there is no labor 
shortage, each year it wt*’ be possible to raise eight or nine crops. If 

it receives adequate att....ion, it is certain that the mulberry will develop 
rapid! 


In our country, rubber has high economic value, and is now an important 
export commodity. After the south was liberated, all of the rubber planta- 
tions and companies, and processing plants, were nationalized and their 
production was reorganized. Hundreds of thousands of new hectares were 
planted. Hundreds of thousands of workers were rehired and reorgani:ed, 
and the production plan was assured. However, it is necessary to pay 
attention to creating favorable conditions for the stronger development of 
the rubber sector. Attention must be paid to the shortage of necessary 
machinery and equipment, to the lack of raw materials and chemicals and 
to the serious labor shortage, which prevents hundreds of thousands of 
hectares from being harvested. 


Our cow try has very great capabilities for developing rubber, and we must 
distribute an appropriate number of workers to that sector. 


The labor forces growing the other industrial and fruit crops must also 
be increased in order to develop them rapidly with regard to scale, 
productivity, and output. We must develop jute and rush in a number of 
northern and Mekong Delta provinces, and increase their scale to hundreds 
»f thousands of hectares. We must rapidly increase the coffee and cacao 
growing areas, concentrated in the Tay Nguyen region. It is necessary to 
strongly develop tea growing, especially in the provinces in the piedmont 
region, the Bac Bo mountain region, the former Zone 4, and Tay Nguyen. 
Pepper must be strongly developed on Phu Quoc and in eastern Nam Bo. The 
various plants providing essences and herbs, such as anis, citronella, 
mint, and el_holtzia, must be developed. They must both be concentrated 
in certain areas and grown on dispersed plots. 


with regard to animal husbandry, we must redistribute labor and increase the 
ratio of the labor in the animal husbandry sector so that it is in balance 
sith the cultivation sector in each district, region, and province. All 


apabilities must be fully utilized in order to strongly develop animal 
husbandry along the lines of large-scale production. Attention must be 


maid to developing state, cooperative, and family animal husbandry, and 
gradually increasing the ratio of state and collective animal husbandry. 

we must rapidly increase hog raising, with regard to both numbers and weight 
ver animal; deve op the water buffalo and cattle herds to obtain draft 

power and meat: d create and expand milk cattle areas in Moc Chau and Lam 
Long. We must positively develop milk water buffaloes in Song Be and many 


other areas. The raising of chickens in the industrial style and on a 

















large scale must be strongly developed, especially in the areas around 
municipalities and industrial zones. Duck-raising must be developed in the 
lowland and coastal areas. The raising of goats, rabbits, horses, and bees 
must be developed wherever possible. The raising of fish, shrimp, etc, must 
be strongly developed. 


In addition to distributing labor in order to develop the cultivation and 
animal husbandry sectors, it is also necessary to pay attention to distributing 
labor to develop the artisan industry and handicraft sectors and trades in 
agriculture. 


The development of artisan industry and handicrafts in the rural areas will 
provide hundreds of thousands of workers with on-the-spot jobs, and fully 
utilize idle labor and many types of agricultural, forestry, and aquatic 
products in order to process many types of valuable commodities. The 
development of handicrafts in the rural areas is a proper direction for 
combining agriculture with industry at the base level and gradually indus- 
trializing agriculture. 


One of the main economic missions of the 1976-1980 plan is to provide jobs 
for about 8 million people, including people who have reached working age, 
the unemployed carried over from the old regime, and the people made redun- 
dant by the reorganization of production, by increasing agricultural labor 
productivity, by agricultural mechanization, by demobilized troops, etc. 

To fulfill that mission is to assure the good utilization of the nation's 
rich labor forces. 


In our country's specific situation, those forces will be used to develop 
subsidiary food crops, industrial crops, and fruit crops, to develop rubber, 
fishing, and animal husbandry, and to develop artisan industry, handicrafts, 
capital construction, and the sectors serving the lives of the people. 
Those are spheres requiring very large numbers of workers. 


During the next few years, the reorganization of production and the 
redistribution of the agricultural labor force on a territorial basis and 
within agriculture and the other sectors of the national economy will 
contribute to furthering the movement to compete in production labor, to 
economically building socialism, to the good utilization of the country's 
plentiful labor force, and to enabling everyone, especially the youths 
able to work, to be able to contribute to restoring and developing the 
economy throughout the nation.

"NHAN DAN' EXAMINES AGRICULTURAL COOPERATIVIZATION IN SOUTH

[NHAN DAN 10 December editorial: "Firmly Grasp the Guidelines for 
Agricultural Cooperativization in the South"] 


[Text] Carrying out the socialist transformation of agriculture is an 
objective requirement of the socialist revolution for eradicating the 
exploitive practices in the rural areas and for putting peasants onto the 
cooperativization path toward socialism. Following this path, and led 

by the working class and the vanguard party, the working peasants are 
determined to foster the tremendous strength of collective mastery in 
developing agriculture, forestry, fishery and other branches and profes- 
sions in the rural area, building material and technical bases, applying 
technical advance. in production, redistributing manpower, increasing labor 
output, gradually improving the peasants’ livelihood and building a new 
rural life. 





By initiating this large-scale revolutionary drive with the guidelines, 
motto and methods consistent with the rules of the drive itself and with 
the specific features of the rural area, the working class must guide its 
trustful ally--the working peasants--in advancing toward socialism and must 
join with them in building an agro-indvstrial economic structure on a 
national scale and in each locality, promising economic and cultural 
development and buiiding a new life. 


As an important part of socialist transformation, the agricultural trans- 
formation drive has encountered numerous difficulties, especially in the 
Mekong Delta where middle peasants constitute a majority in the local 

peasant population and where initial steps have been taken to yield more 

farm produce. Therefore, right from the start of the drive, the VCP Central 
Committee Political Bureau has laid emphasis on the motto: “Be positive 

und urgent but steady; work without hesitation but do not work in a hasty 

ind haphazard manner"; “proceed from low to high and from small to big in a 
way suitable to each area; and secure the principles of voluntariness, mutual 
benefit and democratic management .** 


irective No O/* CT/TU dated 14 April 1978 of the Political Bureau. 
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After more than a year of carrying out the drive, the provinces in the 
Trung Bo Region have set up 1,398 cooperatives and 3,490 production 
collectives and have collectivized 82 percent of the cultivated area. 
Choosing production collectives--which are nothing but small-scale 
cooperatives--as a primary form of organization, the provinces in the 
former Nam Bo Region have set up 13,000 production collectives. Of them, 
more than 7,000 units have '«zun collective production. Through many 
production seasons and mar /¢ stribution activities among collective 
production organizations, #«: y units in the Central Trung Bo Region have 
been gradually consolidat They have developed production and increased 
the income of cooperative : mbers, especially the income of middle 

peasants owning a small la. area and of landless tillers, who now can earn 
from 3 to 5 kilos of paddy per day. These units have gradually built their 
material and technical bases and have made initial efforts to develop 
various handicraft branches and professions. Many production collectives 
‘n the Nam Bo Region have met requirements on several or certain aspects 
for collectivization. However, the weakest points of the cooperatives in 
the Central Trung Bo Region are that their managerial skills have not yet 
caught up with the requirement for increased production, that a number of 
localities have organized units which are too big to manage, that the 
implementation of various policies are, on certain aspects, not good enough, 
thet thetr distribution system has failed to serve as an encouragement for 
the lavoring people, and that there exist many phenomena of corruption and 
waste. 


[BKO51320] In the Nam Bo Region, along with some recognized good aspects, 
in certain circumstances and localities the cooperativization movement has 
proved to be hasty and coercive in certain respects. In many localitivs, 
production collectives have been hastily established when the preparation 
tasks concerning the people's morale, organization, cadres and other 
material conditions have not been adequately completed which cause produc- 
tion to fall behind schedule. In such a complicated situation of the 
agricultural cooperativization movement, some people who fail to firmly 
grasp the prescribed lines and policies and to thoroughly understand the 
true situation, have rushed to one-sided views in their assessment of tiie 
movement, thus faiiing to recognize its good aspects. Some comrades wh. 
cite the specific characters of the Nam Bo peasants, have contended that 
agriculture can always advance while maintaining individual production. 


While some definite results have been achieved under the agricultural 
cooperativization movement in the southern provinces, the party Central 
Committee sixth plenum pointed out: "In the socialist transformation 
of southern agriculture, the guidelines for positiveness and steadiness 
must be firmly grasped. At present, steadiness must be emphasized." 

We must insure the correct and adequate implementation of all the 
policies, principles, guidelines and methods of the movement and must 
do away with all the subjective, hasty, coercive, authoritative and 
impulsive practices. 











To steadily carry out the movement does not mean that we do not have to do 
it in a positive manner. Nor does it mean that we have to stop the move- 
ment. It is not advisable to understand the concept of positiveness in a 
simplistic manner out of perfunctoriness, thereby rigidly determining the 
rates of development based on quantity as the most important criterion. 
All localities must actively conduct propaganda, motivate peasants, build 
good models and make necessary preparations, especially in terms of 
managerial cadres and economic projects, in order to gradually build 
collectively run economic organizations from the lower to higher levels. 
If we can do this, the movement will be positive and further conditioned 
to advance steadily. 


In the immediate future, the main struggle guideline is to take all 
effective measures to consolidate the established cooperatives and nroduc- 
ion collectives and, at the same time, to make the best preparations for 
developing the movement in those favorable localities. The movement must 

be consolidated as it is gradually developed. If we satisfactorily 
collectivize all the means of production, especially land, organize labor, 
build material and technical bases, apply technical innovations, improve- 
ment managment, enhance the quality of cadres and stimulate economic 
production by collectives and families, we will steadily strengthen 
cooperatives and production collectives. 


Cooperatives and production collectives must be regularly consolidated ir 
close connection with the implementation of production plans for each crop 


and each year. The yardstick for the task of consolidating various collec- 
tive production organizations is the right to mastery of their members over 
production, management and distribution which must be insured in order to 
increase labor and biological productivity, develop production, increase 

the volume of products and goods and improve the collectivized peasants’ 
livelihood.

[Summary] "According to the General Statistics Department, as of 25 December, 
northern provinces and cities had sown nearly 90,000 hectares of 5th-month 
spring seeds and plowed almost 850,000 hectares of ricefields, achieving 

80 percent of planned norms or an increase of 80,000 hectares over last 

year, they have produced more than 6 million tons of organic fertilizer, 

an increase of more than 1 million ton over last year." 


Due to prolonged drought, various localities are short of water for culti- 
vation. Ha Son Binh, Vinh Phu, Thanh Hoa, Nghe Tinh, Ha Nam Ninh and

PREMIER CALLS FOR PLANTING MORE KAOLIANG 
BKO 30720 Hanoi Domestic Service in Vietnamese 2300 GMT 2 Jan 80 BK 


[Text] On 31 December 1979, the premier issued a directive on the immediate 
expansion of the kaoliang area beginning with the 1980 spring crop season. 


The directive pointed out: Many localities are now affected by a serious 
drought and it will be difficult to attain the planned volume of winter 

crop production and to fulfill the plan norm for the S5th-month spring crop 
cultivation area. To create conditions for overcoming the difficulties 
caused by drought and to stimulate the timely expansion of the kaoliang 

area early this spring, the premier instructed: The State Planning Commission 
and the provincial and district people's committees will immediately include 
kaoliang cultivation norms in local plans for the spring and summer-fall 
crop seasons in the spirit of fully using all types of land--hills, sand 
bars along river and stream banks, and those areas thus far left fallow 
because of lack of water--which can be planted to kaoliang. 


The kaoliang cultivation plans must also cover the areas assigned to the 
armed forces and such other nonagricultural forces as workers, civil 
servants and students. The Ministry of Agriculture must urgently provide 
guidance for expanding the kaoliang area in all localities throughout the 
country, beginning this spring and consider the provinces in the midlands, 
mountainous regions and former 4th region as targeted areas. 


The Ministry of Agriculture must urgently move kaoliang seeds from the south 
to the north for timely distribution to various provinces. The ministries 
of food, communications and transportation, and finance, the State Bank and 
the State Planning Commission must promptly meet the demands of the Ministry 
of Agriculture for capital, cash, transportation and packing facilities to 
insure the aforementioned shipment of kaoliang seeds.

LONG AN AGRICULTURE--VNA news: The cooperatives, production companies and 
peasants in Long An Province are concentrating their efforts on fertilizing 
almost 80,000 hectares of tenth-month rice and stepping up the rate of sowing 
and transplanting the winter-spring rice.

USE OF NEW MINING MACHINES REPORTED 
Hanoi LAO DONG in Vietnamese 15 Nov 79 p 2 


[Article: "The Vang Danh Mine Puts Continuous Coal Mining Machines Into 
Stable Operation" ] 


[Text] Effectively scoring achievements to commemorate the 62nd 
anniversary of the October Socialist Revolution (7 November) and the mining 
area traditional festival (12 November), the Vang Danh coal mine (Uong Bi 
Coal Corporation) recently put continuous coal wining machines into stable 
operation and contributed to increasing the volume of coal mined in the 
Canh Ga Seam 8 zone to 210 tons per day, which is almost double that of 
before. 


This is the first system of continuous coal mining machines that the Soviet 
Union has helped to install in a mine. The machines are helping to 
mechanize the entire coal production chain including: digging, scooping, 
loading and transporting the coal and shoring up the galleries. 


Besides guiding the installation work, the Soviet specialists working at 

the mine are giving guidance to and training a number of mine cadres and 
workers so they can skillfully use the continuous coal mining machines. 
Thanks to this, the mine cadres and workers, together with the Soviet 
specialists, have overcome many difficulties concerning a complex geological 
situation, made mining plans in accord with the special characteristics 

in the Canh Ga zone and contributed to increasing the volume of coal mined 
each day throughout the mine.

NEED TO CARE FOR, EDUCATE CHILDREN DISCUSS 
Hanoi NHAN DAN in Vietnamese 26 Nov 79 p 1 
[Editorial: "The Responsibility of All the People”) 


[Text] Protecting, caring for and educating the children is a major policy 
of the party and state. This policy satisfies the ardent hopes of the people, 
who hope that their children can live a happy and progressive life. When he 
was alive, Uncle Ho daily gave attention to the teenagers and children. In 
his Testament, Uncle Ho reminded everyone that "training revolutionary 
generations for the future is of great importance and necessity.” 


For more than 30 years, even though the country has continuously had to carry 
on a war against invading imperialists and even though the economy and lives 
of the people have encountered many difficulties, the party, the state and 

the people have still shown great concern for the children. The system of 
child-care centers and kindergartens has expanded constantly. Almost all 
children of the proper age have been able to go to school. Education and 
child health care have been free. Under the old colonial system, the 
percentage [of children] who died reached 36 percent; now it is only 3 percent. 
The serious effects of neocolonialism on the children in southern Vietnam 

are being overcome. The "raise healthy children and teach children to be 
obedient,” "build the new cultural family" and "teach well, study sell” 
movements in t:he schools are closely related to the "small plan” and "do 1,000 
good deeds" movements of the vanguard teenagers units, living pictures of a 
wholesome society in which all the people are protecting, caring for and 
educating the teenagers and children. Each year from these movements come 
additional millions of children obedient to Uncle Ho. 


Even though there are still many difficulties and weaknessess, we can be proud 
of the achievements that have been scored in protecting, caring for and 
educating the children. Our efforts are being hampered by a backward 

economy. Negative phenomena in social life are also having a bad effect on 
educating the children. A wholesome social environment is always a very 
important objective condition for educating young pe: ple. The good example 

of adults in the family and in society is of direct educational significance. 
Educating the children at the schools and in the mass organizations has many 














weaknesses. In the families, many parents do not give adequate and regular 
attention to educating their children. 


The laws on protecting. caring for and educating children are aimed at building 
and preparing strong initial intellectual, moral and physical foundations for 
the future citizens of the country so that when it becomes time, they can 
participate in social activities, fulfill the obligations of the new man and 
quickly develop their abilities to support the fatherland and people and build 
a good life for themselves. 


The laws stipulate that ali children must be protected, cared for and educated 
equally. There must not be any discrimination based on sex, race, religion, 
social class or the social position of one's parents. The laws stipulate the 
basic rights of children and the responsibilities of the families, child-care 
centers, schools, people's mass organizations, social organizations, production 
installations and various echelon authorities for protecting, caring for and 
educating the children. Educating children is always the foremost sacred duty 
of parents; no matter how great an effort it makes society cannot completely 
replace the child's parents. The feelings of the father and mother for their 
children under socialism is much more noble because such feelings are not 
totally controlled by economic goals. Society teaches the children and creates 
in the new generation mutual love and the desire to help each other. The 
feelings of the children for their parents must be the beautiful and bright 
feelings of man in a new society. 


The promulgation of child protection, care and education laws during the 
International Year of the Child is very important. This proves that the 
socialist system is a social system that is truly of the people and that it 
is an unprecedented humanitarian system. We have just begun the construction 
of the new society and the new man during *® very difficult situation. But we 
have done many good things in caring for and educating the children and ve 
will certainly strive to do an even better job.

STIPULATIONS FOR DISTRIBUTION OF ‘TIEN PHONG' NEWSPAPER REPORTED 

Hanoi TIEN PHONG in Vietnamese 20-26 Nov 79 p 3 

[Readers Should Know column: "On the Distribution Of TIEN PHONG Newspaper" | 
[Text] In order to create favorable conditions for the youth union organi- 
zations to buy, read and act in accord with TIEN PHONG newspaper, the Central 
Committee of the Ho Chi Minh Communist Youth Union and the Posts and Tele- 


graph General Department have stipulated that: 


Distribution of the newspaper in the immediate future must be aimed at the 
youth union organizations with the following norms: 


Each village and equivalent echelon (town, neighborhvod and precinct) youth 
union executive comm. ttee: one to five copies of each issue. 


Each district and eyvivalent echelon (city and ward) youth union: three 
copies of each issue. 


Each provincial and municipal youth union: three copies of each issue. 


Each factory, industrial enterprise, state farm and state forest: one to 
eight copies of each issue, 


Each college and vocational school: one to eight copies of each issue. 
Each Level-III school: one to five copies of each issue. 


Each provincial to central echelon youth union organization: one to three 
copies of each issue. 


So that, by 1980, the youth union organizations can all buy TIEN PHONG 
newspaper according to the above guildelines: 


1. TLEN PHONG newspaper together, with the Posts and Telegraph and Newspaper 
Publishing Department, must unify the dis.-ibution of TIEN PHONG newspaper 

to the provinces and municipalities in accord with the anticipated 1980 
plans. 








2. Based on the number [of copies] distributed and the number of people 

in the localities, the provincial and municipal youth unions must coordinate 
things with the provincial and municipal posts and telegraph [departments] 
in order to distribute copies to each district and equivalent echelon. 

The district youth unions (and the equivalent echelons) must coordinate 
things with the district (and equivalent echelon) posts and telegraph 
[departments] to stipulate quantities so that each organization can order 
copies in advance and make name lists. 


The district (and equivalent echelon) youth unions must notify the subor- 
dinate youth union organizations about the number of copies they can purchase 
and at which posts and telegraph [office] they can make purchases. 


The district (and equivalent echelon) posts and telegraph [departments] 
must notify the subordinate posts and telegraph installations about accepting 
advance orders for correct organizations and quantities. 


Beginning on 16 November 1979, the posts and telegraph installations must 
accept advance orders for the newspaper in accord with the above stipu- 
lations. Youth union organizations may order the newspaper for one quarter, 
6 months or 1 year. 


Every vear, at the times mentioned above, all youth union echelons must 

rdinate things closely with the posts and telegraph echelons in order 
to satisfactorily maintain the work relationship and satisfactorily carry 
yn the distribution of TiEN PHONG newspaper from 1980 on.

DIRECTIVE ON DISTRIBUTION OF NEWSPAPER REPORTED 
Hanoi PHU NU VIETNAM in Vietnamese 21-27 Nov 79 p 3 


(Joint Directive on Jistributing the Newspaper PHU NU VIETNAM to the 
Federation's Organizations] 


[Text] The newspaper PHU NU VIETNAM, the central organ of the Vietnam 
Women's Federation, has the task of propagandizing, mobilizing and organizing 
the women in the country to carry out the policies, lines and positions of 
the party and state and the resolutions, directives and policies of the 
Federation Central Committee and reporting the activities in the women's 
movements, especially the “new women building and defending the father- 

land" movement. 


In order to manifest the maximum effect of the Federation's newspaper to 
create favorable conditions for the Federation's organizations in en- 
couraging [people] to buy, read and follow the Federation's newspaper, 
the Central Committee of the Vietnam Women’s Federation and the Posts and 
felegraph General Department have stipulated: 


i. On Distribution Guidelines 


The newspaper PHU NU VLETNAM must be distributed above all, to the organiza- 
tions of the Federation. The targets for distributing it to the various 
groups are as follows: 


Each branch association in the villages, towns, neighborhoods and subzones: 
two copies per issue (one copy reserved for the village president and one 
copy for village news). 


Each district and equivalent echelon (city, ward and municipality subordi- 
nate to a province): three copies per issue. 


Of these, one copy is to be reserved for the president and another copy 
for the department of propaganda and training. Those districts and wards 
that have good book and newspaper reading movements must be given priority 
in buying additional copies based on the requirements. 











Each provincial and municipal association: four copies per issue. Of 
these, one copy is te be reserved for the president and one for the 
department of propaganda and training. 


Each women's employment committee in the trade union and agency organiza- 
tions and at the factories, enterprises, schools (level-I11 schools, col- 
leges and vocational middie schools), worksites, state forms and state 
forests anv armed forces having many women: one copy per issue. 


lt the units mentioned above have: 


Between 200 and 500 female workers: one copy per issue. 

More than 500 female workers: two copies per issue. 

More than 1,000 female workers: three copies per issue. 

More than 2,000 female workers: four copies per issue. 

The remaining copies must be reserved for retail sale (approximately 
10 percent). 


if the groups stipulated do not purchase the newspaper, these copies must 
also be reserved for retail sale and not distributed to other groups. 


ll. Stipulated Responsibilities 


[he Central Committee of the Vietnam Women's Federation must guide the 
various echelon associations in encouraging and organizing a movement to 

buy. read and follow the Federation's newspaper and in cooperating closely 
in building a better and better newspaper. It must guide the various 

echelon associations in coordinating things closely with the posts and 
telegraph installations to distribute the newspaper PHU NU VIETNAM to the 
orrectl groups. 


The Posts and Telegraph General Department must guide the posts and tele- 
graph installations in creating favor..le conditions for the federation 
organizations to buy the newspaper, guide subscribing to the newspaper 

ind ensure that the newspaper is delivered to the subscribers quickly and 
on schedule and in the prever quantities. 


ll. Organizing Implementation 


\. So that the newspaper PHU NU VIETNAM is delivered to the correct groups 
right trom the beginning of 1980, between now and 15 November 1979, the 
following tasks must be carried out: 


|. The editor's office of the newspaper PHU NU VIETNAM must, together with 
the Posts, Telegraph and Newspaper Distribution Department, unify the 
distribution of the newspaper PHU NU VIETNAM for each province and 
minicipality according to the 1980 plan. 


Sased on the number of newspapers distributed and the groups purchasing 
the newspaper as stipulated in section I: 








a. The provincial and municipal association must, together with the pro- 
vincial and municipal posts and telegraph installations, distribute copies 
to each district, city, precinct and ward and reserve approximately 10 
percent for retail sale. These copies for retail sale are, at the same 
time, reserve copies. 


b. The district (and equivalent echelon) associations must, together with 
the district (and equivalent echelon) posts and telegraph installations, 
uniformly stipulate how many copies various organizations can buy and 

at which posts and telegraph installation copies can be ordered. These 
things must be recorded in a subscription list with each party keeping a 
copy in order to coordinate things and remind each other to implement 
things and so that each party can report things to its higher echelons. 
Next: 


The district (and equivalent echelon) posts and telegraph installations 
must notify the subordinate posts and telegraph installations so they can 
accept advance orders according to the subscription lists. 


The district (and equivalent echelon) associations must notify the 
federation organizations as to the number of copies they can order, at 
which posts and telegraph installations copies can be orderec and during 
what period. 


B. During distribution, priority attention must be given to the subscrip- 
tion needs of the women in the armed forces, in the border districts and 
villages and on the islands and to women of various ethnic minorities and 
religions and so on. In coordinating the work, the posts and telegraph 
installations must respect the ideas of the various echelon association 
concerning the number of copies of the newspaper to be distributed to 

each group. 


C. Between 16 November 1979 and 15 December 1979, the posts and telegraph 
installations will accept advance orders for the newspaper PHU NU VIETNAM 
from the federation organizations; the subscription period can be the first 
quarter of 1980, the first 6 months of 1980 or the entire year. 


We hope that the provincial and municipal associations and the provincial 
and municipal posts aud telegraph installations carry out the distribution 
of the newspaper PHU NU VIETNAM to the correct groups according to this 
directive and use it as a basis for guiding and coordinating the implemen- 
tation of the work from 1980 on.
